The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
inaugurated  its  annual  meeting  by  a  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion  in  All  Saints  Memorial  Chapel  at  7:15 
a.m.,  the  Chancellor  being  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the 
Chaplain  of  the  University.

On  motion,  adjournment  was  had  until  2:30  p.m. 


Thursday,  2:30  p.m. 

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Lucas,  of  Mississippi,  reported  his  presence. 

The  Board  appointed  3  o'clock  as  the  time  for  hearing 
the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  was  accepted 
with  a  rising  vote  and  was  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Mis- 
sissippi, as  follows,  and,  on  motion,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  send  a  copy  of  the  memorial  minutes  to  the 
families  concerned : 

Cleland  Kinloch  Nelson 

Once  more  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  called  upon  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  valued  member.  Cleland  Kinloch  Nelson, 
Doctor  in  Divinity,  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  was  with  us,  as  fel- 
low Trustee,  for  a  quarter  century  of  close,  intimate  and 
affectionate  association.    Among  the  first  pledges  of  the 
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new  Bishop  to  his  Diocese,  shortly  after  his  consecration, 
was  that  of  allegiance  and  loyalty  to  the  University  of  the 
South.  How  completely  he  fulfilled  this  pledge  is  known 
to  us  who  profited  by  his  council,  enjoyed  his  companion- 
ship, and  were  yoke-fellows  with  him  in  the  loving  service 
and  burden-bearing  of  the  often  trying  years.  At  all 
times,  Bishop  Nelson  stood  for  Christian  education  as  at 
once  the  hope  of  a  consecrated  citizenship  and  the  expres- 
sion of  the  Church's  sphere  in  its  upbuilding.  His  vigor- 
ous mind  was  ever  busy  upon  the  problems  of  the  Univer- 
sity. It  was  through  his  practical  approach  to  them  that 
the  excellent  plan  of  endowment,  which  bears  his  name 
(whose  purpose  had  been  in  the  mind  of  many  of  us  for 
years),  was  brought  to  definite  expression.  We  loved  him 
for  his  brotherly  kindness  and  loyal  friendship,  for  his  fair- 
ness and  consideration  in  association,  for  his  courage  of 
conviction  and  respect  for  that  of  others.  We  love  him  as 
the  brother  gone,  and  confidently  in  faith  commit  him  to 
our  Father's  keeping. 

To  his  devoted  wife,  we  offer  our  heartfelt  sympathy  and 
prayer,  that  God's  grace  may  sanctify  to  her  eternal  bless- 
ing, the  loving  providence  which  has  thus  opened  the  home 
above  to  her  heart. 

As  God  has  called  him  to  rest,  so  we  pray  for  her  peace, 
the  peace  which  the  world  cannot  give  —  the  peace  of  God. 

Samuel  S.  Faulkner 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Faulkner,  which  occurred  on 
May  26th,  1917,  at  his  home  in  Helena,  Ark.,  the  Church 
has  lost  a  devoted  son,  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  one  of  her 
most  useful  laymen,  and  the  University  of  the  South  a  loyal 
and  faithful  friend. 
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Mr.  Faulkner's  life  ever  rang  true  in  every  relationship, 
family,  Church  and  State.  He  was  a  man  endowed  with 
extraordinary  business  ability,  and  that  ability  was  conse- 
crated to  the  service  of  the  Church.  Through  his  influence 
the  interests  of  the  University  of  the  South  were  carried 
into  the  Councils  of  Arkansas  and  throughout  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  presented  notice  of  a  bequest 
from  Mrs.  M.  C.  Torrey,  of  Mississippi  (a  copy  of  the  deed 
of  gift  conveying  the  bequest  being  transmitted  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  for  his  files),  and  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  heard  of  the  munificent  gift 
of  Mrs.  M.  C.  Torrey  to  the  University  of  the  South,  to  be  known  as 
"The  Dr.  Thomas  Jefferson  Catchings  and  Nancy  M.  Clendinen  Catch- 
ings  Memorial  Scholarship,"  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  express  to  Mrs. 
Torrey  its  grateful  appreciation  of  her  most  generous  gift,  and  that 
the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Mrs. 
Torrey. 

Dr.  Hullihen,  Dean  of  the  Department  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  appeared  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor, read  his  annual  report.     (See  Appendix  I.) 

The  several  portions  of  the  report  requiring  reference 
were  referred  to  proper  committees. 

A  communication  in  reference  to  United  States  inheri- 
tance tax  was  presented^by  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  and  by 
resolution  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting 
of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Dr.  Hodgson  and  Dr.  Lucas. 

It  was  moved  that  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  be 
conferred  on  the  Rev.  Dr.  Slattery,  rector  of  Grace  Church, 
New  York,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hon- 
orary Degrees. 
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On  motion,  it  was  resolved:  That  the  name  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Sanitary  Measures  be  changed  to  the  Committee 
on  Health  and  Sanitary  Measures. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow. 


SECOND  DAY 

Friday,  June  8,  9  a.m. 

The  Board  met,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair,  and  the 
meeting  was  opened  with  prayer. 

The  following  Trustees  were  found  to  be  present:  The 
Bishops  of  North  and  South  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Osborne  and  McGlohon,  and  Mr.  Whaley. 

The  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass  presented  to  the  University  Li- 
brary certain  books,  and  the  Committee  on  Library  was 
instructed  to  make  suitable  acknowledgment  of  the  same. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  asked  unanimous  consent,  and  it 
was  granted,  that  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  on 
the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  together 
with  a  new  ordinance  on  the  Hospital,  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 

A  recess  was  taken  for  one  hour. 


Friday,  10:45  A-M- 
The  Board  reassembled,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in  the 
chair. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  the  follow- 
ing memorial  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Memorials: 

The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  through  its  Woman's  Auxiliary  and 
Diocesan  Council,  recommends  that  a  class  on  mission  study  be  made 
a  part  of  the  regular  course  for  graduation  in  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  the  South. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Whaley,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  be  asked  to  advertise  the  University  in  the 
Diocesan  papers. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  submitted  Report  No.  i  of  the 
Board  of  Regents.     (See  Appendix  II.) 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  contained  in  this 
report,  that  October  ioth  be  adopted  as  Founders'  Day, 
was  adopted  by  this  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Deficits  pre- 
sented by  the  Board  of  Regents  be  adopted  by  this  Board.  if 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  and  empow- 
ered to  take  such  action  as  may  best,  in  his  judgment,  put  into  practi- 
cal operation  the  recommendations  of  this  report. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be  requested  to  issue  a 
statement  to  the  Church,  which  shall  embody  the  results  of  the  debt 
campaign  and  of  the  operation  of  the  Nelson  Plan,  with  definite  dec- 
laration of  the  purpose  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  endowment,  and 
an  appeal  for  the  loyal  support  of  the  Dioceses. 

A  recess  was  taken  for  ten  minutes. 

The  Board  reassembled  at  2:30  p.m.,  the  Chancellor  in 
the  chair. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department,  and  the  resolution  ap- 
pended thereto  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Having  examined  the  report  of  Vice-Chancellor  and  Dean,  and  held 
conference  with  the  latter,  your  Committee  desires  to  commend  the 
good  work  of  the  Department.  The  number  of  students  in  attend- 
ance is  unusually  large.  The  exceptional  number  of  withdrawals  is 
satisfactorily  accounted  for,  the  chief  cause  being  enlistment  in  the 
army. 
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The  Faculty  has  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the  acceptance  by 
Dr.  Wells  of  his  election  to  the  Chair  of  History. 

The  need  of  a  course  in  reading  and  speaking  is  recognized  by  the 
Dean,  who  postpones  recommendations  upon  the  matter,  because  of 
unsettled  conditions. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  the  announcement  of  the  visiting  lecturers 
during  the  past  year. 

Your  Committee  has  received  a  communication  from  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  and  Diocesan  Council  of  South  Carolina  recommending  that 
a  class  on  mission  study  be  made  a  part  of  the  regular  course  for  grad- 
uation in  the  Theological  Department.  As  further  interpreted  by  the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  this  course  should  include  the  practical  ad- 
ministration of  mission  interests  through  parochial  organizations  ;  the 
relation  of  the  parish  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  and  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  its  several  departments  to  the  parish,  the  Di- 
ocese and  the  Church  at  large,  and  all  other  matters  which  will  serve 
to  inform  the  student  concerning  the  missions  of  the  Church.  We 
heartily  endorse  this  recommendation,  and  append  a  resolution  for 
your  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  Dean  be  requested  to  include  in  the  curricula  of 
studies,  preferably  in  the  Senior  year,  a  course  of  studies  in  the  mis- 
sions of  the  Church,  which  course  should  also  include  the  practical 
aspects  of  the  subject  as  above  indicated.

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  Memorials,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  NUMBER  TWO,  ON  MEMORIALS 

Of  the  unprecedentedly  long  list  of  those  who  have  been  called  to 
rest  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  it  was  fitting  that  each  name 
should  have  respectful  and  grateful  mention  in  the  report  of  our  Vice- 
Chancellor,  who  is  the  head  of  our  Sewanee  family.  Each  will  long 
remain  in  the  affectionate  memory  of  comrades  old  and  young.  No 
one  who  knew  them  but  will  recall  with  keen  pleasure,  as  long  as  life 
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lasts,  the  sweet  smile  of  kindly  greeting  which  beamed  from  the  win- 
dow of  the  pure  soul  of  Miss  Lizzie  Galleher  for  everybody  of  what- 
ever degree ;  the  strong,  insistent,  commanding  forcefulness  with 
which  dear  Mrs.  Johnson  managed  men  and  measures  wherever  and 
whenever  her  true,  genuine  interest  created  her  right  to  direct  or  con- 
trol. Sewanee  has  been  the  richer  for  the  strong,  pure  gentleness  of 
the  one  and  the  kindly  interested  dominance  of  the  other. 

There  are  others  so  closely  associated  both  with  the  life  of  Sewanee 
and  the  special  mission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  to  merit  that  special 
mention  which  the  reverent  custom  of  the  past  has  made  a  precedent. 

John  Savely  Cain,  M.D.,  came  to  the  University  as  Professor  of  the 
Practice  of  Medicine  with  the  inauguration  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, which  chair  he  held  until  the  University  deemed  it  wise  to  dis- 
continue the  Department.  When  Dr.  Blanc  was  compelled  by  illness 
to  give  up  the  Deanship,  Dr.  Cain  was  elected  to  this  office,  and 
throughout  the  life  of  the  Department  he  was  its  efficient  head.  As  a 
dominant  force  in  the  teaching  of  medicine,  a  lasting  impression  was 
made  upon  every  student  of  the  Department  throughout  its  life,  which 
will  make  Dr.  Cain  live  in  the  memory  of  our  Medical  Alumni.  Not 
only  as  a  teacher,  but  as  a  personal  friend  of  the  student,  his  influence 
was  most  potent.  Whereas  the  value  of  the  hospital  to  the  University 
was  most  evident,  it  was  largely  due  to  the  persistent  efforts  of  Dr.  Cain 
that  the  establishment  of  the  hospital  was  made  possible.  After  1909 
he  continued  to  make  his  residence  at  Sewanee  in  the  love  and  respect 
of  the  community,  and  died  on  December  3rd,  1916,  in  the  eighty-fifth 
year  of  his  age. 

Hayden  Austin  West,  M.D.,  was  for  a  number  of  years  a  most  ef- 
ficient teacher  in  several  branches  of  medicine  in  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, as  also  Health  Officer  of  the  University.  A  man  of  marked 
surgical  ability,  he  established  a  high  standard  of  work  in  the  hospital, 
and  was  most  successful  in  the  treatment  of  such  cases  as  came  under 
his  care.  Illness  severed  his  connection  with  the  University,  and  he 
died  a  young  man,  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1916. 

Miss  Mary  Miller  passed  into  the  life  beyond  on  July  26th,  1916. 
Born  in  China,  her  life  was  spent  far  from  native  land  and  kinsfolk. 
Like  her  adored  Lord  and  Saviour,  her  mother  and  kindred  were  those 
who  needed  her  kindly  interest  and  tender  sympathy.  Her  life  was  filled 
with  good  works  and  loving  devotion  to  the  Lord  and  Master  of  her 
soul ;  her  alms  and  prayers  have  ascended  up  on  high  as  her  enduring 
memorial  before  the  loving  Father.     Sewanee  remembers  her  with 
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affectionate  gratitude  for  her  benefactions,  but  most  of  all  for  the  pure, 
strong,  saintly  life  spent  in  her  midst  and  for  her  good. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Esther  Elliott  Shoup,  Sewanee  has  lost  a  loyal 
and  devoted  member  of  her  official  family.  She  belonged  to  that  little 
band  of  splendid  women,  so  distinguished  to  us  who  knew,  and  knew 
how  to  value  them, — who  made  the  society  of  Sewanee  in  the  early, 
formative  days.  Stately  in  presence,  beautiful  in  mind  and  character, 
her  personality  stood  out  in  gracious  forcefulness  and  gentle  vigor, 
felt  by  all  who  entered  her  presence. 

For  many  years  she  was  the  mistress  of  the  Library,  the  silent,  liter- 
ary centre  of  student  life.  The  many  generations  of  students  who  en- 
joyed the  privilege  of  association  will  remember  her  as  they  return  to 
the  Mountain  and  revive  and  yet  again  revive  the  influence  of  her  cul- 
tured, intellectual  character  and  her  beautiful  Christian  spirit. 

Mrs.  George  W.  Race,  herself  a  benefactor,  and  her  family  ofttimes 
patrons  of  Sewanee,  spent  many  years  among  us,  and  for  many  more 
contributed  of  her  loving  interest  and  enduring  hope  in  the  University's 
great  mission.  Her  life  had  been  linked  with  that  of  the  Church  in 
her  early  youth,  and  her  purpose  never  wavered.  The  testimonials  to 
her  good  works  abide  in  gifts  which,  provided  by  her  for  the  memory 
or  the  good  of  others,  have  become  enduring  memorials  of  her  own 
devotion  to  friends,  to  the  Church  and  to  the  University. 

The  death  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Waters  Green  removes  from  our  midst 
the  only  member  of  our  Sewanee  family  whose  continuous  residence 
began  before  the  opening  of  the  little  school  which  ventured  the  pro- 
phetic title  of  the  University  of  the  South.  The  daughter  of  our  first 
Chancellor,  she  came  with  her  father  in  1867  to  make  their  home  in  the 
mountain  forest.  What  a  home  she  made,  the  many  generations  of 
students  who  found  welcome  and  sheltering  care  under  its  roof  with 
one  accord  attest,  as  gratefully  and  lovingly  they  remember  Miss 
Lily's  always  watchful  anxieties  for  them  and  loving  kindness  towards 
them.  She  possessed  in  a  wonderful  measure  strength  of  charater  and 
courage  and  leadership,  coupled  with  tender  sympathy  and  genuine 
compassion.  She  was  the  friend  of  the  poor  and  the  needy,  and,  like 
her  Master,  sought  them  and  ministered  to  them.  Perhaps  no  one  will 
ever  know  how  many  there  are,  living  and  asleep,  who  shall  rise  to  call 
her  blessed.  She  was  a  friend  as  well  as  daughter  to  her  saintly  and  dis- 
tinguished father,  and  in  his  old  age  his  adviser  and  helper.  She  wit- 
nessed each  struggling  effort  which  brought  our  beloved  University  to 
its  birth,  and  watched,  with  eager  yearning  sympathy,  each  onward 
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step  to  this  present  year,  which  closed  her  anxious  watch  with  joyful 

hope. 

Sewanee  has  much,  very  much,  to  be  thankful  for,  but  above  all  her 

earthly  blessings  she  must  thank  God  for  the  blessed  women,  whom 

she  has  loved  and  lost,  yet  still  has  in  the  memory  of  lives  that  were 

true  and  pure,  and  sweet,  and  strong  and  godly. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  the 

minutes  in  memorial  to  those  here  named  to  representatives  of  the 

family  or  to  the  friends  of  each.        Respectfully  submitted,

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Federal  Inheritance  Tax,  and  the  resolution  ap- 
pended thereto  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Under  the  said  law  such  legacies  and  gifts  may  be  taxed 
at  rates  varying  according  to  amounts  from  i \  per  cent  to  30  per  cent, 
and, 

Whereas,  There  is  pending  in  Congress,  passed  by  the  House,  and 
now  before  the  Senate,  legislation  which  imposes  a  further  estate  duty 
with  progressive  rates,  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  the  South,  inheritance  taxes  upon  legacies  and  be- 
quests for  educational,  religious  and  charitable  uses  tends  to  discour- 
age such  private  benefactions  as  have  been  heretofore  so  large  a 
contribution  to  civilization,  while  at  the  same  time  it  is  distinctly  good 
policy  to  encourage  them,  they  having  provided  nearly  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  income  for  higher  education  only  in  the  United  States. 

Resolved  (2),  That  this  Board  of  Trustees  respectfully  urges  the 
incorporation  in  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  existing  law,  now 
pending,  a  paragraph  to  the  effect  that  all  bequests,  legacies,  devises  or 
gifts  to  the  United  States,  or  to  any  State,  or  to  any  political  division 
thereof,  for  exclusively  public  purposes,  and  all  bequests,  legacies,  de- 
vises, or  gifts,  for  uses  of  religious,  literary,  charitable,  or  educational 
character,  or  for  the  encouragement  of  art,  or  for  societies  for  the  pre- 
vention of  cruelty  to  children  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  its 
provisions. 
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Resolved  (3),  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be,  and  he  is,  hereby- 
instructed  to  send  at  once  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolutions  to 
the  Hon.  F.  M.  Simmons,  of  North  Carolina,  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  U.  S.  Senate,  now  in  active  session,  and  to  the  two 
Senators  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom  had  been  referred 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  on  the  revision  of  the 
Constitution  and  Ordinances,  and  also  a  new  ordinance  on 
the  hospital,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  respectfully  sub- 
mit their  report  as  follows  : 

(1 )  It  has  considered  the  proposed  Ordinance  relative  to  the  govern- 
ment and  regulations  of  the  Hospital,  reported  by  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents, and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same. 

(2)  Your  Committee  has  also  had  under  consideration  a  revision  of 
the  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  University,  and  a  compilation 
of  the  same  with  its  Charter  and  the  Declaration  of  its  Founders,  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  all  amendments  of  the  Constitution  and  Ordi- 
nances as  reported  in  the  said  revision  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
adopted. 

Resolved  (2)-,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  directed  to  cause  500 
copies  of  said  revision  and  compilation  and  index  to  be  printed  as  the 
Digest  of  the  Laws  of  the  University. 

Resolved  (3),  That  inasmuch  as  the  publication  of  the  said  revision 
has  been  hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  same  shall  be  omitted  from 
the  Journal  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  from  the  published  abstract 
thereof. 

The  report  was  placed  upon  its  passage,  and  carefully 
considered. 
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The  recommendation  relative  to  the  ordinance  for  the 
government  of  the  hospital  was  adopted. 

Resolutions  Nos.  2  and  3  were  adopted. 

With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  1,  the  following  action 
was  taken : 

The  amended  Constitution,  as  presented  by  the  Commit- 
tee was  placed  upon  its  passage ;  after  full  consideration  of 
all  amendments,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  all  amendments  and  changes  to  the  Constitution  as 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  be 
adopted. 

(See  Appendix  III  for  amendments  to  Constitution.) 
This  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
The  amended  ordinances  were  next  placed  upon  their 
passage,  and  after  being  carefully  considered,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  changes  as  proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances  be  adopted,  excepting  Ordinance  No.  XXII, 
Sec.  3,  which  was  laid  over  for  further  consideration. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  tomorrow  morning. 


THIRD  DAY 

Saturday,  June  9,  1917. 

The  Board  met  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  the  Bishop  of  Florida 
in  the  chair,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chancellor,  and  the 
meeting  opened  with  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read,  and 
after  correction,  were  adopted. 

Mr.  John  Howe  Peyton  reported  his  presence. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  printed  as  an 
Appendix  to  the  Proceedings  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution, and  also  add  a  note  to  the  minutes  of  yesterday,  indicating 
this  fact.     (See  Appendix  III.)

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  reported, 
and  the  same  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Library,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  finds  the  University  Library  in  excellent  condition, 
with  an  efficient  and  gracious  Librarian.  The  books  are  well  cared 
for.  One  hundred  and  eight  periodicals  were  received,  and  the  students 
have  enjoyed  the  magazines  as  well  as  the  standard  works  in'the  Li- 
brary. Number  of  volumes  lent  during  the  year  6,172  ;  periodicals, 
735.  The  number  of  books  has  increased  from  36,721  last  year  to  37,- 
504  this  year,  receiving  an  addition  of  783  volumes.  Among  the  very 
liberal  donors  are  Rev.  Dr.  Thos.  Tidball,  of  Sewanee  ;  Rt.  Rev.  E. 
W.  Osborne,  retired  Bishop  of  Springfield,  and  sons  of  the  late  Rev. 
Dr.  Blacklock,  of  Alabama.  Sir  Gilbert  Parker  has  sent  from  time  to 
time  war  publications  from  England,  which  constitute  valuable  addi- 
tions to  the  Library.  The  new  Oxford  Dictionary,  presented  to  the 
late  Mrs.  Shoup,  has  also  been  placed  in  the  Library.     Within  the  last 
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few  days  the  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass  has  presented  to  the  Library  six 
volumes  of  Pope's  "Iliad,"  and  five  volumes  of  Pope's  "Odyssey," 
published  between  the  years  1715  and  1726,  being  the  first  London  edi- 
tion. He  also  presented  two  rare  volumes  of  very  great  historic  in- 
terest and  value,  a  copy  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  according 
to  the  Use  of  the  Church  of  England,  printed  by  the  Oxford  University 
Press  in  the  year  17 12,  and  a  copy  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
published  in  1615,  bound  up  with  a  copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  printed 
in  1614,  to  which  is  added  a  Concordance,  a  version  of  the  Psalms,  in 
metre,  and  various  most  interesting  additions.  Mr.  T.  C.  Barret, 
Trustee  from  Louisiana,  has  given  nineteen  large  volumes,  fourteen  of 
which  are  "Art  Journals,"  dating  from  1849  onward,  profusely  illustra- 
ted ;  a  volume  of  "Hogarth's  Works,"  with  annotations,  published  in 
1833 ;  Philip  Gilbert  Hamerton's  work,  "Landscape,"  a  volume  of 
eighty-one  engravings  of  masterpieces  of  sculpture,  and  two  very  large 
volumes  of  Gleason's  "Pictorial  Drawing  Room  Companion"  and  "Il- 
lustrated News,"  dating  from  1851. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  ( 1 ) ,  That  thanks  be  extended  to  these  liberal  donors  for 
books. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Librarian  be  instructed  to  extend  thanks 
always  for  donations  of  books. 

Resolved  (3),  That  if  the  funds  of  the  University  justify,  and  the 
Board  of  Regents  deem  expedient,  after  consultation  with  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  Deans  of  the  various  Departments,  that  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $500  be  set  aside  for  new  books  and  publications  for  the 
University  Library  each  year.

Resolutions  Nos.  1  and  2  were  adopted ;  resolution  No.  3 
was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Mr.  Harrison  read  to  the  Board  a  letter  from  Prof.  Bar- 
ton, Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
and  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  relative  to  a  sewer- 
age system,  and  Messrs.  Harrison,  Hall  and  Finney  offered 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  To  maintain  the  sanitary  conditions  of  Sewanee  and  to 
protect  the  health  of  its  community,  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
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versity,  as  its  administrative  head  and  as  President  of  the  University 
Corporation,  has  caused  the  work  of  constructing  a  sewer  system  for 
the  use  of  said  community  to  be  begun  ;  and 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  authority  granted  in  the  Charter  of  the 
University,  the  legislative  body  of  said  corporation,  to  wit,  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  has  heretofore  provided  by  ordinance  as  follows :  every 
"lessee  shall  bear  a  proportionate  share  of  the  expense  of  the  construc- 
tion of  sewers  which  may  be  found  necessary  to  maintain  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Domain  or  of  sanitary  devices  for  maintaining  such 
condition  so  far  as  such  lessee  may  be  benefitted  by  the  construction 
of  the  same,  locally,  or  as  a  member  of  the  community  ;  such  propor- 
tion to  be  adjusted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  upon  an  equitable  basis, 
and  the  amount  so  awarded  or  assessed  to  be  paid  by  the  lessee  ;  and 
if  not  paid,  the  same  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  improvements  and 
interest  of  the  lessee,  enforcible  by  bill  or  otherwise"  (Ordinance  30, 
Paragraph  6,  Section  19),  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  work  of 
constructing  said  sewer  system,  according  to  the  terms  prescribed  in 
the  Ordinance  hereinbefore  cited  ;  and  for  that  purpose  it  is  fully  em- 
powered to  exercise  all  appropriate  powers  of  the  said  corporation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  reported  as  follows : 

The  Special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  letter  of  the 
Rev.  Wm.  H.  DuBose,  addressed  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight, 
D.D.,  Vice-Chancellor,  offering  to  the  University  the  property  known 
as  the  Fairmount  School,  begs  to  report : 

It  has  considered  the  offer  of  this  property,  at  about  half  of  its  in- 
ventoried value,  and  finds  it  well  equipped  for  school  purposes  in  every 
respect.  The  property  is  on  the  Dixie  Highway,  having  a  frontage  of 
one  thousand  yards.    The  tract  of  land  contains  about  sixty  acres. 

The  main  building  has  rooms  for  forty  boarders,  with  dining  room, 
parlor,  kitchen,  and  eight  class  rooms.  The  house  is  lighted  by  elec- 
tricity and  gas.  Everything  necessary  for  carrying  on  a  boarding 
school,  including  six  pianos,  is  found  in  the  equipment.  There  are 
three  wells  and  one  cistern,  two  windmills  and  an  electric  pump.  Be- 
sides the  main  building  is  heated  by  a  hot-air  furnace.  A  part  of  the 
land  is  planted  in  garden  truck,  the  rest,  except  what  is  used  for  the 
lawn,  belongs  to  the  farm,  which  supplies  products  for  the  school  and 
the  market.     All  the  necessary  buildings  for  carrying  on  the  farm  are 
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on  the  place.  The  property,  with  all  its  equipment,  is  offered  to  the 
University  for  a  little  over  $20,000.  The  terms  will  be  made  easy.  It 
is  certainly  a  tempting  offer,  especially  as  there  is  very  little  land  for 
sale,  and  naturally  the  prices  are  advancing. 

Your  Committee  wishes  it  could  see  its  way  clear  to   accept  this 

most  generous  offer.     It  would  be  valuable  as  a  primary  school  or  a 

girls'  school.    Under  any  circumstances,  it  would  be  a  good  investment. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  financial  condition  of  the 

University  does  not  permit  the  investment  at  this  time. 

Knowing  the  spirit  in  which  this  most  generous  offer  was  made,  the 
Committee  offers  the  following  resolution  for  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  be  returned  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  DuBose,  and  the  Misses  DuBose  for  their  generous  offer  of  the 
Fairmount  property,  and  their  regrets  that  they  are  unable  to  accept 
their  offer.

Saturday,  2  p.m. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Board  reassembled,  the 
Bishop  of  Florida  in  the  chair.  The  Vice-Chancellor  ap- 
peared and  addressed  the  Board.  He  also  presented  to  the 
Board  the  Report  of  the  Central  Committee  on  the  Debt. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  F.  F.  Johnson,  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  Mis- 
souri, and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Cameron  Mann,  Bishop  of  South- 
ern Florida,  reported  their  presence. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  pending  question,  being 
the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Fairmount. 

After  extended  discussion  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents  with 
directions  to  close  the  negotiations  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 
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Mr.  Duvall  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Finance  as 
follows,  and  the  report  was  received : 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  has  examined  the  statements  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  and  of  the  Supply  Store. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  while  the  Supply  Store  has  been 
audited  by  a  certified  public  accountant,  no  such  audit  has  been  made 
of  the  finances  of  the  University. 

No  matters  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University  have  been  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee  by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  action.

Mr.  Harrison  took  up  the  consideration  of  Ordinance 
XXII,  Sec.  3,  and  moved  that  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  be  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  offered  an  amendment  to 
Ordinance  XXII,  Sec.  3,  which  was  adopted,  viz. :  "Pro- 
vided, however,  that  by  unanimous  consent  the  Board  may 
at  any  meeting  confer  an  honorary  degree  on  the  Com- 
mencement Orator  and  Preacher." 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  moved  to  amend  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  by  restoring  the  words  "save  by 
unanimous  consent."     It  was  lost. 

Mr.  Harrison  then  moved  the  adoption  of  Section  3  as 
amended,  and  it  was  carried. 

Mr.  Harrison  moved  that  the  Ordinances  as  adopted 
seriatim  be  now  approved  as  a  whole.    This  was  carried. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  reported  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Elections  to  be  held  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  the  following  elections  are 
in  order,  and  the  following  vacancies  are  to  be  filled  at  the  meeting  of 
this  Board : 

(A)  The  Chancellor. 
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(B)  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents.  Four  whose  terms 
have  expired,  and  one  vacancy,  caused  by  the  death  of  the  Bishop  of 
Atlanta.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  moved  that  the  Board  proceed  at 
once  to  an  election. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  and  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky 
were  nominated  as  Chancellor  of  the  University. 

Messrs.  McQueen  and  McGlohon  were  appointed  tellers, 
and  an  election  ordered. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thos.  F.  Gailor, 
S.T.D.,  had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  or- 
ders, and  the  Chair  declared  him  duly  elected  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  six  years. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Wright,  Mr. 
Z.  D.  Harrison,  and  Dr.  W.  B.  Hall  were  nominated  to 
serve  on  the  Board  of  Regents  for  three  years. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  for  the  nominees.  The  ballot 
was  so  cast,  and  they  were  declared  duly  elected  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  and  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina 
were  nominated  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Bishop 
of  Atlanta  on  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Tellers  were  appointed  and  an  election  ordered. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm,  A.  Guerry, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  had  received  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast,  and  the  Chair  declared  him  duly  elected. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Kirby-Smith  was  nominated  as  Health  Officer. 

Mr.  Telfair  Hodgson  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  and 
Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Buildings. 
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Mr.  Jas.  C.  Preston  was  nominated  as  Registrar. 

Miss  Louise  Finley  was  nominated  as  Librarian. 

In  each  case,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the 
Board  for  the  nominees,  and  they  were  declared  duly 
elected. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  Mr.  Hodgson  as  Commis- 
sioner of  Lands  and  Buildings  was  reconsidered,  and  an 
election  to  fill  this  vacancy  was  deferred. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  moved,  and  it  was  carried,  that 
the  nominations  to  fill  vacancies  in  other  departments  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  to  report  back  to  this 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  as  follows : 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Academy  was  taken  up, 
and  carefully  considered,  and  also  the  recommendations  appended 
thereto. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  Academy,  and  also  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  fine  record  made  by  the 
Academy  during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  work  of  the  faithful  and  able  Superintendent  cannot  be  too 
warmly  commended,  and  the  Academy  is  indeed  highly  blessed  in 
having  Colonel  Cravens  at  its  head. 

Especially  gratifying  is  the  showing  made  at  the  inspection  by  the 
Government  Inspector. 

We  would  call  the  special  attention  of  this  Board  to  the  wonderfully 
effective  work  of  the  Chaplain,  whose  inspiring  influence  upon  the 
body  of  cadets  has  made  itself  so  strikingly  manifest  in  the  religious 
and  spiritual  as  well  as  in  the  athletic  life  of  the  Academy.  We  hope 
that  we  shall  be  enabled  to  keep  Chaplain  Wheat  in  his  present  posi- 
tion, which  is  of  such  incalculable  importance  to  the  student-body. 

We  heartily  endorse  all  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Academy  with  the  exception  of  number  three  of  the 
General  Recommendations,  which  refers  to  the  erection  of  new  bar- 
racks, and  to  the  provision  of  a  lower  school.     New  barracks  are  in- 
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deed  needed,  and  needed  urgently,  and  we  feel  that  as  soon  as  financial 
conditions  allow  such  barracks  ought  to  be  provided.  The  rapid 
growth  of  the  student-body  makes  the  demand  imperative. 

We  would  urge  upon  the  Board  the  necessity  of  providing  a  home 
for  the  Chaplain.  No  other  can  stand  in  such  close  and  continuous 
relations  with  the  cadets  personally  and  individually,  and  no  other  can 
possibly  give  such  homelike  influences  to  each  one.  The  provision  of  a 
home  would  enable  the  Chaplain  greatly  to  strengthen  and  develop  his 
influence  upon  the  cadets,  and  would  therefore  be  of  incalculable 
benefit  to  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  the  Academy. 

Our  investigation  shows  that  the  Superintendent's  recommendation 
that  the  campus  be  enlarged,  graded  and  drained  ought  certainly  to  be 
carried  out  at  once.  We  understand  that  the  work  can  be  done  for 
about  $700  or  $800.     We  heartily  recommend  that  this  work  be  done. 

The  Board  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Fleming  Grantland 
Bailey,  of  Griffin,  Ga.,for  her  generosity  in  giving  the  funds  necessary 
for  fitting  up  the  Chapel  now  in  use  by  the  cadets  of  the  Academy. 

We  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  campus  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy 
be  enlarged,  graded  and  drained,  and  that  a  sum  of  not  exceeding  $800 
be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  make 
suitable  expression  to  Mrs.  Bailey  of  the  thanks  of  this  Board  for  her 
generous  gift  to  the  Academy.

Resolution  No.  i  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents, 
together  with  the  urgent  suggestion  that  a  house  be  pro- 
vided for  the  Chaplain. 

Resolution  No.  2  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Finney  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the  Academic 
Department,  as  follows,  and  the  resolutions  appended  to 
the  report  were  adopted : 

Your  Committee,  having  before  them  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  the  Dean  of  the  Department,  beg  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  facts : 

We  note  with  deep  interest  the  steady  growth  of  the  number  of 
students  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  for  the  past  several  years 
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from  a  total  of  142  in  1912-13  to  the  present  number  of  187,  or  an  in- 
crease of  over  thirty  per  cent  within  the  past  five  years.  The  work 
done  by  the  students  and  Faculty  seems  to  have  been  of  an  unusually 
fine  order. 

Fifty-two  of  the  students  have  responded  to  the  call  of  the  Nation 
in  this  hour  of  crisis,  and  have  entered  some  branch  of  Government 
service. 

Referring  to  the  spirit  of  patriotism  which  has  animated  the  Faculty 
and  students  of  the  University,  and  commending  the  zeal  with  which 
the  call  for  army  and  navy  recruits  has  been  met,  the  attention  of  the 
Board  is  now  respectfully  called  to  the  very  vital  question  that  con- 
cerns us  in  the  matter  of  the  attendance  of  students  and  the  continu- 
ance of  the  full  work  of  the  institution  during  the  coming  year  and 
years  of  the  duration  of  the  war.  The  large  number  of  enlistments 
from  Sewanee  and  the  enthusiastic  response  put  the  patriotism  of  this 
institution  in  this  particular  matter  so  far  beyond  question  that  it  is 
without  fear  of  being  misunderstood  that  we  now  face  the  serious  task 
of  seeing  to  it  that  the  conditions  of  war  do  not  cut  down  the  atten- 
dance of  students  to  the  point  of  destroying  the  usefulness  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  other  important  and  essential  relations  to  the  country,  and 
the  great  cause  of  humanity,  which  has  forced  us  into  war.  We  be- 
lieve that  Sewanee  has  made,  and  can  make  valuable  contributions  to 
the  intellectual,  moral  and  spiritual  strength  of  the  Nation.  The  physi- 
cal and  material  demands  of  war  must  not  tempt  us  to  feel  that  only  in 
this  connection  can  we  serve  our  Nation. 

This  consideration  lays  upon  us  the  necessity  of  pressing  this  idea 
upon  the  minds  of  parents  and  boys — especially  those  who  come  below 
the  age  of  the  selective  draft.  The  principle  of  the  selective  draft 
reinforces  our  position.  We  may  also  here  quote  the  words  of  Secre- 
tary of  War,  spoken  to  a  recent  national  assembly  of  the  representa- 
tives of  schools,  colleges  and  universities  :  "The  country  is  prepared  to 
make  every  necessary  sacrifice,  but  it  must  be  saved  from  undergoing 
any  unnecessary  dislocation  or  abridgment  of  the  processes  of  its 
common  life.  You  must  help  us  guard,  lest  first  enthusiasm  be  chilled, 
but  you  must  also  help  the  Nation  in  preserving  a  discrimination  in  its 
enthusiasm." 

He  admits  that  the  country  needs  officers,  and  that  college  men 
are  exceptionally  good  material  therefor,  but  he  adds  that  "  boys  too 
young  or  possessing  various  disabilities  can  perhaps  do  best  by  stay- 
ing in  the  institutions  in  which  they  are  enrolled,  and  simple  curriculum 
changes  can  help  them  understand  this  fact." 
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Looking  to  war  conditions,  and  conditions  after  the  war,  he  urges  a 
restraining  influence  to  discourage  "the  dislocation  of  every  art, 
science  and  craft  which  the  call  for  war  tends  to  produce  in  a  de- 
mocracy." 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  true  patriotism  demands  that 
this,  and  every  educational  institution  of  the  country,  pursue  faithfully 
our  work  of  national  service  by  diligence  in  our  special  field,  and  we 
urge  upon  the  executive  head  of  this  University,  and  every  Trustee, 
the  responsibility  of  encouraging  a  full  attendance  of  boys  in  schools 
and  colleges,  and  every  like  idea  to  maintain  the  wholesome  and  nor- 
mal life  of  the  country  during  this  period  of  stress,  which  threatens  to 
distort  proportion  and  perspective. 

With  regard  to  military  training,  we  unhesitatingly  commend  the 
action  of  the  authorities  in  forming  a  battalion  under  the  command  of 
Major  MacKellar ;  and  looking  to  the  future  and  the  military  crisis 
which  is  likely  to  continue  in  this  country,  we  urge  that  every  effort  be 
put  forth  to  continue  military  training,  and  to  make  it  a  feature  of  the 
University  of  the  South.  We  regard  it  as  especially  fortunate  that  we 
are  to  have  the  privilege  at  this  time  of  a  visit  from  Major-General 
Leonard  Wood,  and  we  would  suggest  that  a  strong  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  General  Wood  looking  to  the  appointment  of  a 
regular  army  officer  to  take  charge  of  the  establishment  of  a  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps  Unit  at  the  University.  Should  it  be  found 
impossible  to  get  a  regular  army  officer,  we  would  suggest  than  an 
effort  be  made  to  procure  the  service  of  a  thoroughly  experienced 
officer  from  the  Reserve  Officers'  list. 

We  have  been  glad  to  note  that  by  the  addition  of  an  Associate 
Professor  to  the  School  of  Classical  Language  three  new  courses  have 
been  added  to  this  Department.  We  wish  that  it  were  possible  to 
recommend  at  this  time  the  election  of  a  professor  of  Spanish,  and 
thus  divide  the  School  of  Romance  Languages,  it  being  perfectly  ap- 
parent from  the  number  of  students  taking  these  subjects,  and  from 
the  number  of  classes,  that  it  is  too  much  work  for  one  professor  to 
handle  properly.  In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  these  studies 
at  this  time,  we  would  suggest  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  urged  to 
make  some  provision  for  assistance  in  the  work  of  this  school. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  requires  that  all  colleges  composing  its  mem- 
bership shall  spend  upon  permanent  additions  to  its  Library  at  least 
$500  per  year,  exclusive  of  periodicals,  Government  reports,  and  oc- 
casional gifts.    We  append  to  this  a  recommendation  referring  to  this. 
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We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  visiting  of  schools  on  the  part  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  has  been  continued  during  the  present  year,  as  we 
are  convinced  that  this  is  of  very  real  practical  value  to  the  Uni- 
versity, and  urge  its  continuance. 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  recommendations  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  the  Dean  "that  an  additional  instructor  be  provided  for  the  De- 
partment of  Chemistry"  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  subject  of  additions  to  the  Library  to  the 

amount  of  $500  per  year,  this  affecting  possibly  our  standing  in  the 

Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  the  Board  passed 
the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Unit  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Camp  be  made  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  submitted  report  number  two 
of  the  Board  of  Regents.     (See  Appendix  II.) 

Dr.  Hall  presented  the  following  statement,  by  way  of 
information: 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  your  Board  at  its  last 
session,  as  found  on  page  38  of  its  Proceedings,  your  Committee  ob- 
tained from  the  Treasurer  a  financial  statement  as  of  May  31st,  1916. 
From  this  statement  it  was  found  impossible  to  check  and  certify  as 
required  by  the  Board,  and  we  were  unable  to  carry  out  the  terms  of 
the  resolution. 

I  am  pleased,  however,  to  report  at  the  present  meeting  that  care- 
fully considering  the  above  referred  to  financial  statement,  the  Annual 
Financial  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  August  31,  1916,  and  the  Report 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  February,  1917,  I 
am  personally  satisfied  that  the  $300,000  as  raised  in  monies  and  notes, 
deposited  with  the  Nashville  Trust  Company,  has,  or  will,  in  due  pro- 
cess of  time  retire  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  University,  its  notes 
payable,  and  such  other  accounts  as  appeared  against  the  University 
of  September  1st,  1915. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  Monday  morning. 
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FOURTH  DAY 

Monday,  June  ii,  1917. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  2:15  p.m.,  the  Chancel- 
lor in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  Saturday's  sessions  were  read  and 
adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  adopted: 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  records  its  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  the  efficient  labors  of  the  Central  Committee  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt,  and  excuses  the  Committee  from  further  duty. 

Resolved  (2),  That  a  copy  of  the  final  report  of  the  Central  Com- 
mittee be  published  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Board,  and  also  that  copies 
of  the  report  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 
(See  Appendix  IV.) 

The  Committee  on  Health  and  Sanitary  Measures  ren- 
dered a  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  re-committed. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  $125  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  his  services  at  this 
meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board  be 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  and  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  be 
appointed  a  Committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's  minutes  and  to  desig- 
nate what  portions  thereof  shall  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be,  and  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  residents  of  Sewanee,  for  their  gracious  hospitality  shown 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  during  this  session. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  designate  some 
member  of  the  Board  to  append,  in  the  event  of  his  absence,  his  signa- 
ture to  the  minutes. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  This  Board  of  Trustees  has  heard  with  pleasure  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Harry  T.  Moore,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  Dallas, 
as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  instructs  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  send  its 
greetings  to  the  Bishop-Coadjutor-elect  of  Dallas,  and  to  place  Mr. 
Moore's  name  on  his  list  of  approved  recipients  for  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity,  honoris  causa,  to  be  presented  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents: 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  authorize  the 
payment  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  annual  premiums 
to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  March  ist,  1917,  on  the  salaries  of 
those  clergymen  who  are  on  the  pay-roll  of  the  University. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  the  balance  of  his  report, 
which  was  deferred  on. account  of  his  unavoidable  absence. 
(See  Appendix  I.) 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  moved,  and  it  was  carried, 
that  any  matter  requiring  action  in  the  report  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  not  already  attended  to  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  memorialize  the  Trustees  of 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  to  take  such  action  as  will  enable  the  Fund 
to  pension  those  (whether  laity  or  clergy)  who  are  employed  by  insti- 
tutions owned  by  and  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  desires  to  record  here  its  appreciation  of 
the  unselfish  services  of  Dr.  Lear,  and  expresses  the  hope  that  he  will 
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feel  that  he  can  best  serve  his  country  in  this  hour  of  national  peril  by 
remaining  at  his  post  of  duty  and  serving  those  who  are  in  need  of  his 
professional  skill. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Health  and  Sanitary  Measures,  as  follows,  and  the  report 
was  received : 

Your  Committee  on  Health  and  Sanitation  beg  to  report  that  they 
have  visited  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital  and  inspected  it  from  top 
to  bottom,  and  found  it  in  excellent  physical  condition.  The  sun  parlor 
has  been  completed,  also  the  Emery  addition,  which  adds  greatly  to 
the  comfort  and  use  of  the  institution.  The  annual  cost  of  running  the 
institution  is  $7,622.92  —  collected  from  patients,  $1,238.13;  from  the 
endowment,  $2,103  ;  gifts  through  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  $4,292.19. 

After  consultation  with  the  acting  Health  Officer  your  Committee 
is  pleased  to  inform  the  Board  that  the  general  health  of  the  Univer- 
sity is  excellent,  and  the  erection  of  a  system  of  sewage  disposal  is  in 
process  of  construction,  which  will  meet  one  of  the  greatest  sanitary 
needs  of  the  Mountain. 

Frederick  F.  Reese,  Chairman. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  as 
shown  on  page  26  of  Proceedings  of  1916,  the  Secretary- 
reported  that  14  Bishops,  and  30  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees 
had  responded  favorably  to  the  request  of  the  Board,  and 
had  contributed  $1,150  to  the  fund. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Glass,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  enlarging  our  farming  operations,  and  also  by  fencing 
in  a  portion  of  our  domain,  adding  a  department  of  live  stock  —  cat- 
tle and  hogs  —  for  marketing  purposes. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  presented  report  number  three 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  wherein  nominations  were  made 
to  the  several  vacancies  in  the  Academic  chairs,  together 
with  certain  resolutions. 
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The  resolutions  were  adopted.  It  was  also  ordered  that 
the  title  " Director  of  Physical  Education"  be  changed  to 
''Assistant  Professor  of  Physical  Education." 

An  election  was  entered  into  to  fill  all  vacancies,  and  the 
nominees  of  the  Board  of  Regents  were  elected ;  the  full 
professors  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with  the  salary  as  stated 
in  the  report.    (See  Appendix  II.) 

Professor  Walter  Hullihen  was  elected  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  Rev.  C.  K.  Benedict 
was  elected  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department,  each  for 
a  term  of  six  years. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hall,  the  Board  of  Regents  was  author- 
ized to  elect  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  and 
also  three  members  of  the  Hospital  Board. 

It  was  moved  and  carried,  that  after  the  reading  and 
adoption  of  the  minutes,  and  the  benediction  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, the  Board  adjourn  sine  die. 

The  minutes  of  the  day's  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Chancellor  pronounced  the  benediction,  and  the 
Board  adjourned  sine  die.

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APPENDIX  I 

REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Gentlemen  :  —  In  submitting  this,  my  third  annual  report,  it  be- 
comes my  sad  duty  to  note  an  unusual  number  of  deaths,  of  which  it 
is  fitting  that  you  should  be  informed. 

Deaths 

Rt.  Rev.  Cleland  Kinloch  Nelson,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  died 
February  13,  1Q17.  Bishop  Nelson  was  born  in  Virginia,  May  23,  1852, 
and  was  educated  at  St.  John's,  Annapolis,  and  at  the  Berkeley  Divin- 
ity School.  His  diaconate  and  priesthood  were  spent  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  he  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  South  Bethlehem, 
when  chosen  Bishop  of  Georgia.  He  was  consecrated  February  24, 
1892,  and  would  have  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  his 
consecration  had  he  lived  a  few  days  longer.  During  his  episcopate 
the  Diocese  of  Georgia  made  such  rapid  progress  that  a  division 
was  necessary.  After  this  division  he  elected  the  upper  portion, 
which  became  known  as  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta.  His  influence  ex- 
tended beyond  the  limits  of  his  Diocese,  and  he  was  a  member  of 
several  of  the  Church's  important  organizations,  such  as  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  of 
which  he  was  president.  His  interest  in  Sewanee  was  most  vital,  and 
manifested  itself  in  many  ways.  As  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  he  was  unfailing 
in  the  fidelity  with  which  he  performed  the  duties  of  these  offices.  For 
eleven  years  and  more  I  was  Dean  of  his  Cathedral  in  Atlanta,  and 
was  thrown  in  most  intimate  relationship  with  him.  He  was  one  of  my 
consecrators,  and  as  acting  Chancellor  of  the  University  he  inducted 
me  into  the  office  which  I  now  fill.  During  these  twenty-four  years 
of  official  connection  there  was  developed  a  personal  tie  of  the  most 
affectionate  and  loving  nature,  so  that  in  writing  these  words  I  feel 
that  I  am  commending  to  your  attention  one  who  in  life  was  to  me  a 
tender  friend,  and  whose  example  and  methods  have  done  much  to- 
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wards  aiding  me  in  whatever  success  I  may  have  accomplished  as  a 
Bishop  and  as  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University. 

July  26,  1916,  died  Miss  Mary  Miller,  aged  seventy  years.  For  a 
great  many  years  "Miss  Mary"  has  been  one  of  the  most  beloved  of 
those  refined  and  cultured  women  who  have  made  Sewanee  what  it  is 
to-day.  Born  in  China,  of  Chinese  and  English  parentage,  her's  was  a 
romantic  and  interesting  history.  By  her  will  the  University  is  be- 
queathed her  property  at  Sewanee,  to  establish  the  Byrd  Douglas 
scholarship  for  needy  Tennessee  boys.  In  addition,  she  leaves  to  the 
University  $1,800  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  property  in  repair  and 
paying  insurance. 

Dr.  Hayden  A.  West  died  October  10,  1916.  Dr.  West  was  long 
connected  with  the  University,  and  since  severipg  his  official  connec- 
tion continued  to  reside  at  Sewanee. 

Dr.  John  S.  Cain  died  December  3,  1916,  aged  eighty-four  years. 
Dr.  Cain  was  Dean  of  the  Medical  Department  of  this  University  dur- 
ing the  whole  period  of  its  existence.  He  was  a  successful  practi- 
tioner, an  admirable  teacher,  a  fine  administrator,  and  manifested 
great  devotion  to  Sewanee.  On  retiring  from  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession he  made  his  home  in  our  midst. 

Mrs.  George  W.  Race  died  October  15,  1916,  at  her  home  in  Se- 
wanee, and  the  body  was  taken  to  New  Orleans  for  burial.  She  was 
eighty-one  years  of  age,  and  had  resided  here  many  years.  Coming 
from  Louisiana,  her  interest  in  Sewanee  dated  back  to  the  days  of 
Bishop  Polk.  In  her  lifetime  she  gave  her  residence  in  New  Orleans 
to  the  University.  This  was  sold  for  $14,000,  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  used  to  complete  the  "Coffin  Fund"  of  $100,000,  held  in  trust  by 
the  Nashville  Trust  Company. 

Mrs.  Francis  A.  Shoup  died  November  12,  1916,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-three.  Mrs.  Shoup  had  been,  since  1904,  Librarian  of  the 
University ;  but  her  influence  and  connection  go  back  further  than  the 
period  of  her  official  relationship.  They  go  back  to  the  very  begin- 
ning of  Sewanee,  when  her  father,  Stephen  Elliott,  the  great  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  became  one  of  the  immortal  triumvirate — Polk,  Otey  and  El- 
liott— who  had  the  vision,  the  genius,  and  the  organizing  capacity  to 
conceive,  locate,  and  formulate  in  a  large  way  those  things  which  we, 
as  an  university,  are  now  beginning  to  realize.  After  the  death  of  her 
father  the  family  moved  to  Sewanee,  and  here,  in  1870,  she  became  the 
wife  of  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  a  graduate  of  West  Point  and  a  former 
Brigadier-General  in  the  Confederate  service,  and  who  at  that  time

was  a  professor  and  Chaplain  of  the  University.  A  beautiful  spirit  in 
a  body  which  retained  and  seemed  to  increase  in  exquisiteness  as  the 
years  went  by,  it  would  be  as  impossible  to  describe  her  influence  as  it 
would  be  to  describe  the  permeating  fragrance  of  a  delicate  flower. 

Miss  Lizzie  Galleher  died  December  15,  1916.  She  was  a  sister  of 
the  late  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  and  for  more  than  thirty  years  had  made 
Sewanee  her  home.  Always  cheerful  and  bright,  she  took  a  great  in- 
terest in  everything  pertaining  to  the  student-body. 

Miss  Lilly  Waters  Green  died  at  her  residence  in  Sewanee  April 
22,  191 7,  aged  seventy  years.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  first  Bishop 
of  Mississippi ;  her  father  was  also  the  first  Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity after  its  opening  in  1868.  Bishop  Green  was  among  those  who 
early  acquired  summer  homes  on  the  Mountain,  and  after  his  death 
Miss  Lilly  made  this  summer  home  her  permanent  residence.  Many 
of  the  older  generation  of  students  lived  in  her  home  while  passing 
through  the  University  ;  and  so  popular  was  her  house  that  it  was  nec- 
essary to  erect  several  cottages  in  the  yard  in  order  to  accommodate 
those  who  desired  to  gain  her  hospitality.  While  deeply  interested  in 
everything  pertaining  to  the  University,  she  nevertheless  gave  herself 
with  more  unreserved  energy  to  the  work  among  the  mountain  peo- 
ple. The  Otey  Parish  and  St.  Paul's  Church  owe  their  existence 
largely  to  her  self-sacrificing  devotion.  In  her  younger  and  more  vig- 
orous days  her  labors  extended  to  the  surrounding  valleys  and  coves. 
She  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  whole  community  of  Sewanee. 

Mrs.  S.  K.  Johnson  died  May  17,  1917.  Mrs.  Johnson  moved  to 
Sewanee  many  years  ago,  in  order  to  educate  her  three  sons  in  the 
Academy  and  in  the  University.  For  more  than  thirty  years  Sewanee 
has  been  her  home,  and  her  familiar  presence  will  be  greatly  missed.

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It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  over  the  past 
year  ;  in  fact  the  total  attendance  in  all  departments  has  exceeded  any- 
thing in  our  history,  excepting  a  few  years  when  the  Law  and  Medical 
Departments  were  in  existence.  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
has  reached  its  maximum  attendance,  and  has  exceeded  the  high- 
water  mark  reached  in  1891-92  by  18.  The  attendance  in  this  depart- 
ment fell  off  until  1910-11,  when  it  reached  84.  Since  Lhen  there  has 
been  a  steady  increase,  and  until  the  declaration  of  war  there  was 
every  indication  of  a  step  further  forward  next  year.  It  is  practically 
impossible  for  us  to  form  any  estimate  for  the  coming  session. 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  commend  the  work  done  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences  this  year,  and  to  endorse  the  recommenda- 
tion made  by  the  Dean  that  an  additional  instructor  be  provided  for 
the  department  of  Chemistry,  in  order  that  further  work  may  be  done 
in  Chemistry,  and  that  instruction  in  Geology  and  Mineralogy  may  be 
added  to  the  department.

Theological  Department 

The  number  of  students  in  this  department  this  year  has  been  26.

All  the  professorships  in  the  department  have  been  satisfactorily 
filled  during  the  year.     One  professor,  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett  Wil- 
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liams,  has  entered  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Fort 
McPherson,  Georgia. 

The  following  men  have  addressed  the  students  of  the  department 
during  the  year  :  Rt.  Rev.  Paul  Jones,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  J.  Loar- 
ing  Clark,  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  J.  Mikell,  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  C.  Whitaker, 
the  Rev.  W.  W.  Memminger,  and  the  Rev.  T.  R.  Ludlow. 

I  desire  to  endorse  the  Dean's  suggestion  that  provision  be  made 
for  a  class  in  reading  and  public  speaking. 

(I  append  herewith  the  Dean's  report  as  Exhibit  "  B.") 

The  Sewanee  Military  Academy 

It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  report  the  excellent  condition  of 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  The  work  has  gone  on  uninterrupt- 
edly, notwithstanding  the  many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  teach- 
ing force.  These  changes  were  brought  about  largely  by  the  demands 
of  the  government  for  men  of  military  training.  Captain  J.  C.  Fairfax 
and  Lieutenant  J.  N.  C.  Richards  were  both  ordered  away  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year,  and  have  joined  their  regiments.  Major  J. 
N.  Dalton,  who  had  been  for  several  years  Commandant  of  the 
Academy,  was  received  into  the  regular  army  in  January.  This  left 
the  Military  Department  without  tactical  officers.  We  were  fortunate, 
however,  in  getting  the  services  of  Captain  C.  W.  Chalker,  an  honor 
graduate  of  the  Citadel,  Charleston,  S.  C,  who  came  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  and  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Major 
Dalton  in  the  middle  of  the  year  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Major  H.  S.  Jackson,  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  as 
Commandant.  One  of  the  instructors,  Captain  J.  E.  Powell,  also  re- 
signed at  the  beginning  of  March,  but  we  were  able  to  supply  his 
place  by  dividing  his  work  among  Seniors  in  the  University.  The 
Rev.  F.  A.  Juhan  resigned  as  Chaplain  before  the  beginning  of  the 
term  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  S.  C,  and 
the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Wheat, 
B.A.,  B.D.  Messrs.  Prewitt  Roberts  and  A.  P.  Magwood,  B.A.,  were 
added  to  the  teaching  force,  the  former  being  made  Director  of 
Athletics. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Academy  reports  that  the  inspection 
made  by  the  Government  in  May  was  in  many  respects  the  most  satis- 
factory that  the  school  has  passed,  and  that  the  inspector  has  recom- 
mended to  the  War  Department  that  the  Academy  be  made  a  unit  of 
the  Junior  Division  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps.  As  this 
nspection  was  made  by  the  Government  with  special  view  to  this 
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recommendation,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  recommen- 
dation will  be  adopted.  Should  this  be  the  case  we  should  make  ar- 
rangements to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Government. 

The  discipline  in  the  Academy  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and  I 
believe  the  instruction  has  been  most  thorough. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  serious  illness,  and  notwithstanding  an 
epidemic  of  measles  in  our  midst,  there  was  no  case  among  the  cadets. 

The  setting  apart  of  a  room  for  divine  services,  together  with  the 
excellent  work  of  the  Chaplain  of  the  Academy  in  instruction  in  relig- 
ious subjects,  has  had  a  very  wholesome  effect  on  the  spiritual  lives  of 
the  boys.  Seventeen  of  the  cadets  were  confirmed  at  the  visitation  of 
the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  boys  have 
been  regularly  at  the  Holy  Communion. 

About  ninety  of  the  cadets  visited  Washington,  and  were  reviewed 
in  the  Inaugural  Parade.  The  appearance  they  made,  and  their  dis- 
cipline and  deportment  during  their  absence,  reflected  great  credit  on 
the  school,  and  on  those  in  charge. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent,  Colonel  D.  G.  Cra- 
vens, I  gladly  endorse  when  funds  can  be  provided  to  carry  them  into 
execution.  His  recommendation  No.  3,  under  the  heading  "  In  Gen- 
eral," however,  I  am  not  yet  prepared  to  fully  endorse.  In  my  judg- 
ment it  would  be  better  to  establish  a  waiting  list  for  several  years 
before  attempting  any  large  expansion. 

The  demand,  however,  for  a  "lower  school,"  which  comes  largely 
from  those  in  our  midst,  demands  our  consideration,  and  I  have  ap- 
proved of  the  rental  of  the  building  across  the  street  for  this  purpose. 
Sufficient  guarantee  of  parents  has  been  made  to  assure  us  that  this 
addition  to  the  work  of  the  Academy  can  be  made  without  any  finan- 
cial loss. 

The  Academy  closed  its  doors  this  year  on  June  7th,  which  date 
was  fixed  upon  so  as  to  give  the  Board  of  Trustees  an  opportunity  to 
attend  the  graduating  exercises.  The  Commencement  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Memminger,  rector  of  All  Saints  Church, 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  the  address  to  the  graduating  class  was  made  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  C.  E.  Woodcock,  Bishop  of  Kentucky.  The  graduating  class 
numbered  25,  as  against  20  for  last  year.  The  enrollment  for  the  year 
was  149,  as  against  87  for  last  year,  a  gain  of  62,  or  a  little  over  70  per 
cent.    The  loss  during  the  year  has  been  27,  distributed  as  follows :

Gifts 

During  the  year  the  University  has  been  the  recipient  of  the  follow- 
ing benefactions : 

From  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  Benedict  the  sum  of  $38,500,  to 
complete  the  endowment  of  the  Chaplaincy.  This  endowment  was 
started  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  R.  Gray,  former  Chaplain  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  had  $1,500  to  its  credit,  so  that  the  Chaplaincy  endowment 
now  stands  at  $40,000.  In  addition  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict  have  con- 
tributed approximately  $2,200  to  remodel  the  house  occupied  by  the 
Chaplain. 

Through  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  Miller  we  have  received  her  prop- 
erty at  Sewanee,  valued  at  $6,000,  and  $1,800  in  notes  for  money  she 
had  loaned  the  University. 

From  Mrs.  Fleming  Bailey,  of  Griffin,  Ga.,  $200  towards  arranging 
the  Chapel  in  Quintard  Hall. 

From  Mr.  F.  B.  Williams  a  complete  equipment  for  our  gymnasium 
at  a  cost  of  approximately  $800. 

From  Mrs.  James  L.  Houghteling,  of  Chicago,  the  complete  re- 
modeling and  furnishing  of  Thompson  Hall  for  a  theatre  and  center 
of  University  life,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $6,000.

From  the  Civic  League  of  Sewanee  an  inestimable  amount  in  money 
and  labor  in  keeping  our  grounds  and  roads  in  presentable  condition.    \ 

From  the  will  of  John  C.  Drewry,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  the  University 
is  to  receive  $500. 

From  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control  of  the  University  $600  for 
work  in  the  gymnasium  and  $2,500  towards  the  construction  of  a 
proper  athletic  field. 

During  the  year  the  Emery  Annex  to  the  Hospital  has  been  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  $10,000. 

The  above  mentioned  gifts,  exclusive  of  contributions  to  the  debt 
fund,  approximate  $70,000  in  permanent  value  to  the  University. 

Chaplain 

The  Chaplain  of  the  University  has  maintained  the  regular  daily 
morning  prayer  in  the  University  Chapel,  as  well  as  the  usual  services 
on  Sundays.  He  has  also  conducted  classes  in  the  English  Bible, 
which  classes  give  credit  to  those  desiring  to  pursue  courses  leading  to 
degrees  in  the  University.  For  the  session  just  closing  attendance  on 
these  classes  was  compulsory  on  the  part  of  the  Freshmen. 

Twenty-eight  persons  were  confirmed  in  the  University  Chapel  dur- 
ing the  year ;  of  these  seventeen  were  from  the  Academy,  five  were 
University  students,  three  were  members  of  the  Faculty,  and  three 
wives  of  Faculty  members.  There  were  twelve  baptisms,  six  of  whom 
were  students.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  only  four  unbap- 
tized  students  in  the  University,  and  only  four  whose  connection  was 
with  the  Episcopal  Church  and  who  had  not  been  confirmed. 

In  my  191 5  report  to  you  I  called  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  the 
University  had  not  impressed  itself  upon  the  people  of  the  community 
and  environment  as  it  should  have  done,  and  that  I  hoped  to  see  op- 
portunity given  for  it  to  undertake  some  special  work.  Following  this 
suggestion,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  who  is  also  our  Chancellor,  has 
reorganized  the  Church  work  in  our  neighborhood.  When  the  Otey 
Memorial  Parish  became  vacant,  by  invitation  of  its  Vestry  the  Chap- 
lain of  the  University  became  its  rector.  The  missions  on  the  Moun- 
tain and  nearby  coves,  with  the  exception  of  St.  Andrew's  and  St. 
Mary's,  have  been  placed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  under  the  care 
of  the  Chaplain.  We  are  now  placed  in  such  a  position  that  we  do 
not  infringe  upon  any  one's  prerogatives  or  come  in  conflict  with  any 
one's  authority  when  we  inaugurate  plans  for  developing  this  mountain 
work.  The  Bishop  has  remarked  to  me  that  already  does  he  see  indi- 
cations of  improvement  in  the  religious  work  of  these  missions. 

(The  Chaplain's  report  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  "D.") 
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Department  of  Physical  Education 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  Mr.  John  P.  Nicholson,  B.A.,  who 
was  elected  by  you  as  Physical  Director  of  the  University,  decided  to 
remain  with  us,  notwithstanding  a  flattering  offer  with  a  larger  salary 
from  a  large  University  to  become  Director  of  all  athletics.  Mr. 
Nicholson  has  found  his  place  among  us,  and  has  won  the  respect  and 
admiration  of  the  student-body.  Gymnasium  work  has  been  made 
compulsory  for  Freshmen,  and  this  comes  under  his  department.  He 
has  developed  in  a  very  short  time  a  track  team  which  is  rapidly  forg- 
ing to  the  front.  On  account  of  the  war  the  usual  meet  of  the  S.  I.  A. 
A.  was  not  held  this  year ;  but  we  have  had  two  meets  with  the  Georgia 
School  of  Technology,  an  institution  enrolling  several  times  the  num- 
ber we  have,  in  which  track  athletics  have  been  encouraged  for  many 
years.  Our  team  won  seven  out  of  thirteen  firsts,  although  we  were 
beaten  by  a  slight  margin  on  points. 

Mr.  Nicholson  has  also  trained  the  basketball  teams,  and  has  looked 
after  the  physical  condition  of  the  men  on  the  football  and  baseball 
teams. 

Mr.  Harris  G.  Cope  has  continued  his  work  as  Head-Coach  in  foot- 
ball. Mr.  Cope  only  remains  with  us  during  the  football  season.  His 
ability  as  a  coach,  and  his  fine  sense  of  honor,  has  enabled  us  to  put 
forth  teams  of  which  no  institution  need  be  ashamed.  Mr.  Cope's  sal- 
ary is  paid  by  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control. 

To  the  staff  in  physical  education  we  have  recently  added  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Best.  Mr.  Best  becomes  Head-Coach  in  baseball  and  As- 
sistant Coach  in  football.  Mr.  Best's  salary  is  met  by  the  Athletic 
Board  of  Control  and  his  position  as  manager  of  the  University  Util- 
ities. 

Our  Chaplain  is  the  Faculty  Director  of  Athletics. 

We  have  at  last  reached  the  point  in  physical  education  which  has 
been  aimed  at  for  a  long  time,  where  we  have  a  regularly  organized 
Coaching  Board.  This  Board  consists  of  the  Chaplain,  the  Physical 
Director,  the  Head-Coach  in  football,  and  the  Head-Coach  in  base- 
ball. As  these  men  are  all  experts,  we  shall  hope  to  see  even  more 
attention  given  to  the  development  and  training  of  the  boys  than  has 
marked  our  work  in  the  past. 

(The  report  of  the  Physical  Director  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  "E.") 

Health  Department 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  uniformly  good  during  the 
year.    There  were  no  deaths  in  the  University  and  none  among  the 
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cadets  of  the  Academy.  A  violent  epidemic  of  measles  visited  Sewa- 
nee  and  vicinity,  but  there  were  only  three  cases  among  the  students 
of  the  University  and  none  among  the  cadets. 

In  accordance  with  the  continuous  demand  on  the  part  of  the  Board, 
and  of  our  health  authorities,  I  have  signed  a  contract  with  the  Fred 
Cantrell  Company,  of  Chattanooga,  for  the  installation  of  a  modern 
sewage  system.  The  exact  cost  of  the  trunk  lines  and  disposal  plants 
cannot  be  determined  until  the  work  is  completed,  as  the  cost  of  the 
laying  of  the  pipes  depends  upon  the  character  of  ground  in  which  the 

ditching  must  be  made.    The  price  varies  from cents  per  lineal 

foot  in  loose  earth  to cents  per  lineal  foot  in  solid  rock.     A  large 

part  of  the  work  has  been  completed,  and  up  to  the  present  writing  the 
estimate  of  cost  for  work  done  has  come  well  within  the  minimum 
price  in  the  contract.  The  contract,  although  made  by  the  University, 
specifies  that  the  University  is  to  make  the  assessments  on  the  lease- 
holders as  provided  by  our  charter,  ordinances,  and  lease  forms,  and 
that  after  such  levy  is  made  the  contractors  will  look  to  the  leasehold- 
ers for  payment  for  the  work  now  being  done.  The  trunk  line  sewers 
laid  by  the  University  in  the  past  have  been  incorporated  into  the  new 
system,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  sewers  previously  laid  by  the 
University  is  to  be  credited  to  the  University  on  account  of  its  propor- 
tion of  the  levy.  As  the  cost  of  the  old  trunk  line  sewers  is  in  excess 
of  what  we  would  be  required  to  pay  as  our  proportion,  the  new  sys- 
tem should  be  completed  without  any  further  cost  to  the  University. 
The  cost  of  the  lateral  lines  must  be  borne  by  the  leaseholders,  who 
will  be  required  to  connect  with  the  sewer  system. 

As  the  rate  of  assessment  against  the  leaseholders  has  not  been 
fixed,  I  desire  such  action  from  your  Board  as  may  not  only  deter- 
mine the  rate,  but  also  confirm  my  action  in  making  the  contract. 

In  connection  with  this  question  of  sewerage,  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  in  the  way  of  having  such  a 
system  has  been  the  lack  of  water.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  your 
Board  the  University  has  leased  the  water  system  heretofore  operated 
by  the  Sewanee  Utilities  Company.  This  has  been  done  by  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Regents.  After  leasing  the  system  we  extended  the 
mains  to  the  well  at  the  laundry.  The  testing  of  its  capacity  by  the  use 
of  deep-well  pumps  demonstrated  that  we  could  more  than  double  our 
present  water  supply  and  give  to  us  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  our  com- 
munity for  some  time  to  come.  The  water  in  this  well  has  been  examined 
in  both  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  departments  of  the  University, 
and  has  been  pronounced  the  purest  we  have  on  the  mountain.   When 
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the  auxiliary  pump  is  installed  we  will  have  ample  water  for  some  time 
to  come.  The  expense  of  this  work  is  being  borne  out  of  the  surplus 
of  the  Sewanee  Utilities  Company  and  from  its  present  earnings. 
With  the  completion  of  the  sewer  and  disposal  system  we  will  have 
settled  one  of  the  great  questions  of  sanitation  that  has  disturbed  your 
Board  for  many  years. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Kirby-Smith  having  been  called  into  service  during  the 
war  as  Assistant  to  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  I 
have  appointed  Dr.  Allen  L.  Lear  as  Acting  Health  Officer.  Dr. 
Lear  desired  to  offer  his  services  to  the  Government,  but  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  his  selection  would  leave  us  without  a  Health  Officer,  and  the 
community  without  a  physician,  I  have  undertaken  to  have  him  appre- 
ciate the  fact  that  his  duty  is  to  remain  here,  and  I  trust  that  your 
Board  will  make  some  recognition  of  this  fact. 

(The  report  of  the  Acting  Health  Officer  is  submitted  as  Exhibit 
"F") 

The  Hospital 

The  work  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year  has  demonstrated  all 
the  more  the  value  it  is  to  the  University  and  the  community.  The 
in-patients  have  numbered  594,  an  increase  of  165  over  the  previous 
year.  The  daily  average  of  those  in  the  hospital  has  numbered  seven 
and  one-half,  and  these  have  been  cared  for  at  an  expense  of  $1.72 
per  day.  The  expenses  of  operation  have  amounted  to  $7,622.92,  an 
increase  of  $1,474.58  over  the  year  before.  These  expenses  have  been 
met  by  pay-patients,  income  from  endowments,  and  funds  solicited  by 
Archdeacon  Claiborne.  In  addition  to  the  in-patients,  there  have  been 
652  out-patients,  and  the  expense  of  caring  for  these  has  been  included 
in  the  expense  given  above. 

Two  nurses  have  been  graduated. 

Five  hundred  dollars  have  been  spent  on  permanent  improvements 
in  addition  to  the  Emery  Annex  which  cost  $10,000.00,  and  which  is 
mentioned  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

(The  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Board  is  submitted  as 
Exhibit  "  G.") 

The  Library 

Since  the  beginning  of  this  current  session  the  Library  has  been 
kept  open  continuously  from  8:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  10:00 
o'clock  at  night,  and  on  Sunday  afternoons.  The  books  in  the  Library 
have  also  been  rehandled  and  rearranged.  This  has  brought  to  light 
many  valuable  books,  of  whose  possession  we  were  unaware.    This 
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enormous  task  and  the  hours  added  to  keeping  the  Library  open  has 
required  additional  help,  which  was  furnished  by  student  labor.  The 
giving  of  this  assistance  has  been  of  great  help  to  certain  students  who 
have  needed  financial  aid  in  pursuing  their  college  course. 

The  Library  has  been  used  by  the  students  as  never  before,  and  this 
increased  use,  which  has  been  due  so  largely  to  the  additional  facilities 
furnished  in  the  way  of  hours  and  rearrangement,  forces  us  to  realize 
how  necessary  it  is  for  us  to  give  more  attention  to  this  indispensable 
arm  of  our  service.  In  connection  with  this  statement  I  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  a  requirement  set  forth  by  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  that  all  colleges  are  required  to 
spend  Five  Hundred  Dollars  a  year  on  new  books. 

I  desire  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  gifts,  noted  in  the  state- 
ment following,  from  the  libraries  of  the  Right  Rev.  E.  W.  Osborne, 
D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  H.  Blacklock,  deceased.  From  the  Henne- 
man  Library  Association  there  have  been  received  twenty-two  books. 
This  Association  has  collected  in  cash  during  the  past  year  $39.00  and 
had  on  hand  October,  1916,  $74.37,  making  a  total  receipts  of  $113.37. 
It  has  expended  $73.34;  leaving  on  hand  a  balance  of  $40.03.  The 
dues  to  this  Association  are  only  $2.00  per  annum,  and  I  would  suggest 
the  expansion  of  its  work  as  one  way  of  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  Association  of  Southern  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools.

Honorary  Degrees 

There  have  been  a  number  of  applications  for  honorary  degrees 
filed  with  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  names  and  testimonials, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  faculties,  are  submitted  (as  Exhibit 
"I")  to  the  Board. 

The  University  Supply  Store 

The  sales  of  the  Supply  Store  during  the  year  1916  amounted  to 
$112,953.86  as  compared  with  $94,512.27  for  the  year  1915. 

Last  year  we  received : 

Interest  on  our  loan  to  Supply  Store $1,050.00 

Dividend  for  year  1915 5,000.00 

Total $6,050.00 

The  surplus  on  the  1st  of  January,  1916,  was  $32,955.60,  and  the 
surplus  on  the  1st  of  January,  1917,  was  $32,662.12,  thus  indicating 
that  the  large  dividend  of  $5,000.00  left  the  surplus  practically  un- 
disturbed. 

May  1,  1917,  the  Supply  Store  ceased  extending  credit  and  went  on 
to  a  cash  basis.  The  wisdom  of  this  step  was  questioned  by  most 
people ;  but  the  first  month's  business  indicated  sales  of  $9,252.91  as 
against  $8,035.30  for  May  of  1916,  showing  a  total  increase  of  $1,217.61. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  dormitories  supplied  with 
good  fresh  meat,  Mr.  Kirby  added  a  cold-storage  plant  to  the  store 
and  contracted  with  Armour  &  Company  for  meat.    This  has  proved 
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both  economical  and  satisfactory,  and  all  the  dormitories  for  the  past 
year  have  been  supplied  with  the  best  meat  that  the  market  offers. 

On  the  whole  we  can  state  that  the  condition  of  the  Supply  Store  is 
very  satisfactory. 

The  accounts  of  the  Supply  Store  have  been  recently  audited  by 
Mr.  Allen  B.  Fisher,  Certified  Accountant,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and 
his  report  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  "J." 

Lands  and  Buildings 

The  income  from  forestry  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1916,  was 
$465.39,  which  indicates  a  falling  off  from  that  of  the  year  before. 
There  have  been  contracts  made  for  dead  chestnut  timber  for  acid 
purposes,  and  new  contracts  made  for  such  ties  and  saw  logs  as  it  is 
deemed  advisable  to  cut. 

One  lease  has  been  made  for  the  mining  of  coal,  and  this  new  mine 
has  been  opened  up  and  is  being  successfully  operated. 

There  are  at  present  242  leases  of  lots  on  our  books.  Three  new 
ones  were  made  during  the  year,  and  six  old  ones  have  been  renewed 
with  increase  of  rate  in  each  case.  One  lease  has  been  foreclosed, 
and  property  sold  to  pay  our  claims. 

The  work  on  the  golf  course  was  continued  during  the  year  and  the 
first  nine  holes  are  nearing  completion.  This  work  is  done  by  student 
labor. 

Through  an  appropriation  made  by  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control 
we  have  been  able  to  put  Hardee  Park  in  shape  so  that  we  have  at 
last  an  adequate  athletic  field.  The  grading  and  enlarging  of  the  field 
cost  approximately  $2,500.00.  The  completion  of  the  above  work  has 
necessitated  the  opening  of  a  new  street  along  the  south  side.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  a  new  street  has  been  opened  north  of  and  paralleling 
Texas  avenue.  A  portion  of  Texas  avenue,  and  of  Louisiana  Circle 
have  also  been  graded. 

The  Dixie  Highway  is  fast  approaching  completion.  This  will  give 
us  direct  access  by  automobile  to  Nashville  and  Chattanooga.  By 
action  of  the  County  Highway  Commission  the  highway  is  to  pass 
through  University  avenue.  This  has  been  agreed  upon  at  our  request- 
The  appropriation  made  by  your  Board  of  $500.00  a  year  for  four  years 
for  this  highway  has  been  left  in  our  hands  by  the  Commission,  with 
the  understanding  that  we  are  to  spend  the  same  on  the  streets  through 
which  the  highway  will  pass. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  J.  L.  Houghteling,  of  Chicago,  we 
have  been  remodeling  Thompson  Hall  for  an  assembly  hall  and  com- 
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munity  club.  Such  a  building  has  long  been  one  of  the  necessities  of 
Sewanee,  and  we  should  be  grateful  for  this  gracious  generosity  on  the 
part  of  Mrs.  Houghteling.  This  work  is  being  done  as  a  memorial  to 
her  late  husband,  Mr.  James  L.  Houghteling,  founder  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Andrew. 

Improvements  in  the  Gymnasium  have  been  made  to  the  extent  of 
$650.00.  This  expense  has  been  borne  by  the  Athletic  Board  of  Con- 
trol. Plans  have  also  been  made  for  the  completion  of  the  Gymnasium, 
and  it  was  hoped  through  contributions  of  the  alumni  to  have  this  work 
completed  this  year ;  but  the  outbreak  of  the  war  has  suspended  this 
for  the  time  being. 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents  authorized  the  withdrawal  of 
as  much  as  $25,000.00  from  General  Endowment  funds  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  houses  to  rent  to  members  of  our  faculties.  In  accordance 
with  this  arrangement  contracts  were  made  for  six  houses,  three  of 
which  are  about  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy.  These  houses 
were  leased  to  professors  before  contracts  were  let.  The  erection  of 
these  houses  makes  productive  some  of  our  idle  land,  and  relieves  the 
congestion  for  residences. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict  we  have  re- 
modeled and  rebuilt  the  house  rented  to  the  Chaplain,  and  have  also 
been  able  to  erect  the  steel  flag  pole  on  the  Science  building.  These 
two  gifts  amount  to  approximately  $2,500.00. 

The  reports  of  the  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Buildings,  and  of 
the  University  Engineer,  are  submitted  herewith  as  Exhibits  "  K-i " 
and  "  K-2." 

The  University  Utilities 

By  authority  of  the  Board  of  Regents  we  have  leased  the  University 
Press,  and  the  Sewanee  Utilities  Company  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
and  I  have  appointed  Mr.  Charles  M.  Best  as  Manager  of  the  Univer- 
sity Utilities.  The  rate  to  be  paid  the  Press  and  the  Utilities  Company 
is  $480.00  a  year  each.  Any  improvements  made  in  the  properties  of 
these  companies  are  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  University,  provided  these 
improvements  are  not  made  from  the  surplus  which  each  company 
turned  over  to  us  at  the  time  of  signing  the  leases.  Since  we  have 
taken  hold  of  the  properties  the  water  service  has  been  improved  by 
the  laying  of  a  new  four-inch  main  of  3,581  feet,  which  connects  the 
present  system  with  the  well  at  the  laundry.  This  connection  will 
more  than  double  our  present  water  supply.  The  laundry  has  also 
been  improved  by  the  installation  of  more  up-to-date  machinery.     The 
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operation  of  these  utilities  by  the  University  in  the  manner  in  which 
the  Supply  Store  is  operated  will  prove  a  great  convenience,  and  will 
also  conduce  to  greater  efficiency.  Owing  to  the  short  time  since 
taking  over  these  properties  the  Manager's  report  is  omitted  as  an 
exhibit. 

Finances 

The  report  of  the  Central  Committee  for  the  payment  of  the  debt 
has  been  presented  to  you,  and  you  will  note  that  $309,019.80  is  the 
total  amount  of  subscriptions  turned  in  to  the  Trust  Company.  It  is 
expected  that  subscriptions  made  anterior  to  January  1,  191 7,  but  up 
to  this  time  not  collected,  will  increase  the  above  amount  by  several 
thousand  dollars.  Of  course  it  is  understood  that  all  amounts  received 
over  $300,000  are  to  be  credited  on  the  underwriting  agreement  signed 
by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict.  The  Trust  Company  has  not  turned  over 
to  us  any  interest  collected  on  notes  given  towards  the  payment  of  the 
debt  of  the  University.  This  interest  has  been  held  for  the  final 
settlement,  and  should  go  towards  reimbursing  the  University  for 
interest  paid  on  debts  since  the  fund  was  completed  June  1,  19 16,  as 
the  purpose  of  having  interest  written  into  the  notes  was  to  relieve  the 
University  entirely  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  debts.  Had 
the  University  not  been  under  necessity  of  paying  the  interest  on  its 
indebtedness  from  its  current  funds,  the  deficit  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  1916,  of  $11,789.35  would  have  practically  disappeared. 
Our  total  interest  payment  for  those  twelve  months  was  $14,925.33. 
Since  September  1,  1916,  we  have  paid  out  on  account  of  interest 
$6,708.31 ;  and  to  this  must  be  added  such  payments  as  will  be  made 
by  August  31,  1917.  We  are  not  in  position  at  this  time  to  make  an 
estimate  as  to  the  deficit  for  the  current  year  ;  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
these  interest  charges  will  make  up  the  larger  part  of  the  deficit.  On 
the  whole,  therefore,  we  can  congratulate  ourselves,  that  exclusive  of 
the  interest  charge  the  University  is  at  present  running  within  its 
income.  What  effect  the  war  will  have  on  our  finances  it  is  difficult 
to  say;  but  the  increased  cost  of  necessities  jeopardizes  the  safe 
position  into  which  we  have  come.  This  is  all  the  more  true  as  the 
Board  of  Regents  declined  to  make  any  increase  in  our  rates.  This 
declination  was  made  on  the  ground  that  present  conditions  are  only 
acute,  and  that  we  should  bear  our  portion  of  the  burden. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  be  made  up  as  usual  at  the  end  of  our 
fiscal  year  ;  but  for  your  information  a  Trial  Balance  to  June  1,  191 7, 
taken  from  his  books,  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  "  L." 
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General  Observations 

The  approaching  year,  1918,  will  mark  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
opening  of  the  University  and  Grammar  School.  In  that  year  only 
fourteen  students  in  all  were  enrolled.  Through  many  vicissitudes 
and  at  much  sacrifice  we  have  gone  steadily  on.  When  your  present 
Vice-Chancellor  entered  the  Grammar  School  in  March,  1876,  there  was 
not  one  stone  building  on  the  mountain.  What  we  have  in  the  way  of 
buildings  and  endowments  have  come  since  those  days,  and  have  come 
so  gradually  that  we  have  scarcely  grasped  the  great  progress  made. 
Single  great  gifts,  and  large  unexpected  benefactions  move  us  im- 
pulsively to  thanksgivings,  and  we  are  apt  to  overlook  gratitude  for 
those  things  that  come  to  us  so  gradually  that  they  are  scarcely  per- 
ceptible. But  surely  victory,  although  slowly  won  over  great  resistance, 
is  more  cause  for  gratitude  than  that  which  comes  through  the  over- 
whelming of  a  weak  resistance.  In  a  university  this  is  more  assuredly 
true,  for  the  years  of  gradual  growth  and  success  bring  with  them 
certain  traditions  which  are  invaluable  to  the  institution.  I  trust, 
therefore,  that  your  Board  will  take  such  action  as  may  enable  us  to 
celebrate  in  a  fitting  way  the  Semi-Centennial  of  the  opening  of  the 
doors  of  the  University. 

The  Great  War  which  has  been  waged  in  Europe  since  the  summer 
of  1914,  has  reached  us  in  our  quiet  seclusion  on  this  mountain  top. 
Sewanee  was  conceived  when  the  mutterings  of  war  were  heard 
throughout  our  own  land.  Her  great  plans  were  shattered  by  the  out- 
break of  that  war.  She  began  her  growth  by  gathering  up  the  frag- 
ments left  after  that  great  civil  strife.  With  such  a  history  behind  her 
she  could  but  respond  when  her  united  country  called.  To  the  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Camps  she  has  sent  38  men,  to  the  Aviation  Corps 
7,  to  the  Marine  Corps  2,  to  the  Army  and  Navy  schools  at  West 
Point  and  Annapolis  3,  back  to  the  farms  to  plant  food  2  men ;  and 
now  she  has  about  completed  an  ambulance  unit  of  36  men.  This  last- 
named  unit  is  made  up  of  students  and  alumni,  but  the  others  have 
come  directly  from  the  student-body.  It  is  doubtful  that  any  other 
college  in  the  land  has  furnished  so  large  a  proportion  ;  and  we  might 
have  furnished  many  more  but  for  the  wise  age  limit  fixed  by  our 
government.     Surely  we  are  offering  of  our  jewels  to  the  cause. 

To  one  who  undertakes  the  administration  of  our  affairs  it  will 
quickly  appear  that  our  present  system  is  cumbersome  and  obsolete. 
We  are  not  simply  administering  an  educational  institution  but  also  a 
town,  together  with  real  estate,  hotel,  store,  hospital,  laundry,  water, 
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press,  forestry,  farming,  quarry  and  mining  interests.  Some  action 
should  be  taken  looking  to  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  depart- 
ment of  administration,  and  expert  opinions  should  be  sought  in  this 
plan  for  organization.  I  desire  some  action  taken  without  delay  as  I 
believe  that  a  more  efficient  system  of  administration  would  not  only 
result  in  economies,  but  also  in  an  increase  in  income. 

Finally,  I  desire  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  enables  all  clergymen  actually  at  work  to  be  recipients 
of  its  benefits.  Provision  should  be  made  to  pay  the  premiums  for 
those  of  our  clergymen  who  are  connected  with  the  University,  either 
as  chaplains,  teachers,  or  administrative  officers.  An  effort  should 
also  be  made  to  have  the  Church  Pension  Fund  amend  its  charter  so 
as  to  include  laymen  who  are  engaged  by  educational  institutions  that 
are  under  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  Church.

Finney,  Gale,  Hall  and  Hodgson. 

The  matter  of  a  depository  for  the  Hospital  fuiids  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

The  question  of  the  relation  between  the  Hospital  and  the  Univer- 
sity was  postponed  to  our  October  meeting  for  consideration. 

By  resolution  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  requested  to  furnish  the 
Board  at  our  next  meeting  with  a  budget  of  the  University  expenses, 
and  also  a  report  from  the  Treasurer  to  September  1st.

Jefferson  Hotel,  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
Friday,  October  13,  1916,  8:00  p.m. 

The  Board  met.  Present:  The  Chancellor,  the  Bishops  of  Missis- 
sippi and  Georgia;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis  and  McQueen;  Messrs. 
Gale  and  Harrison.    The  Vice-Chancellor  was  also  in  attendance. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Col.  Harrison,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  report  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board 
(1917)  upon  the  status  of  the  Hospital,  its  relation  to  the  University, 
etc. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported:  (1)  the  resignation  of  George 
Townshend  as  Assistant  Professor  of  English;  (2)  the  appointment 
of  W.  H.  MacKellar  as  Acting  Assistant  Professor  of  English,  and 
Instructor  in  Elocution  and  Public  Speaking ;  and  (3)  the  appoint- 
ment of  D.  W.  Berky  as  Acting  Assistant  Professor  of  Physics. 

He  also  reported:  (1)  that  he  had  made  two  satisfactory  leases  of 
coal  mines  on  the  domain  ;  (2)  that  he  had  given  out  the  contracts  for 
building  three  residences  for  rent  on  the  University  domain  from  En- 
dowment Funds  as  authorized  by  this  Board  at  its  meeting  June  13th 
last. 

A  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Mr.  Gale,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  Prof.  Black,  to  make  a  contract  with  the  Cumberland 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company  operating  at  Sewanee,  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  was  empowered  to  sign  the  same. 
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The  Rev.  C.  L.  Slattery,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  New  York,  was 
elected  Commencement  Preacher  for  1917,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Lu- 
beck,  Rector  of  Zion  and  St.  Timothy's,  the  same  city,  was  elected 
alternate. 

Nicholas  Murray  Butler,  President  of  Columbia  University,  New 
York,  was  elected  Orator  for  191 7,  and  Gen.  Leonard  Wood  the 
alternate. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  empowered  to  act  in  the  matter  of  leasing- 
quarry  rights  on  the  University  domain. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  October  10th  was  observed  this 
year  as  Founders'  Day,  and  the  question  of  making  that  date  perma- 
nent as  Founders'  Day  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  also  reported  :  (1)  that  by  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Mary  Miller 
the  income  from  her  property  was  to  be  used  to  maintain  a  scholarship 
at  the  University  ;  (2)  that  $140,000  had  been  paid  on  the  debts  of  the 
University  since  July;  and  (3)  that  315  students  were  now  in  attend- 
ance. 

Col.  Harrison  was  appointed  a  committee  (to  report  in  June,  191 7) 
to  revise,  correct,  and  codify  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances.

Present :  The  Chancellor,  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta,  Mississippi,  and 
Georgia ;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis  and  McQueen ;  Messrs.  Hall  and 
Harrison  ;  also  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  was  instructed  to  notify  the  managers  of  the 
Sewanee  Review  that  unless  the  guarantees  are  paid  by  January  1st 
next,  the  Board  of  Trustees  would  not  be  responsible  for  any  further 
obligations  incurred  by  the  Sewanee  Review.  Moreover,  all  questions 
in  connection  with  said  Review  were  referred,  by  resolution,  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  with  power  to  act.

Piedmont  Hotel,  Atlanta,  Ga., 

Tuesday,  February  6,  1917,  10:00  a.m. 

The  Board  met.  Present :  The  Chancellor,  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta, 
Mississippi,  and  Georgia;  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen;  Messrs.  Finney, 
Gale,  Hall  and  Harrison.    The  Vice-Chancellor  also  was  present. 
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The  minutes  of  October  13th  and  of  October  24th,  1916,  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  the  Treasurer's  Report  for  year 
ending  August  31,  191 6,  and  the  estimated  budget  for  year  August  31, 
1916-August  31,  1917.  He  reported  the  financial  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  this  time  to  be  excellent. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  reapportion 
among  the  Dioceses  such  a  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  Theological  Department  as  has  been  the  custom 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  previous  years  ;  and  that  (2),  The  present 
apportionments  upon  the  Dioceses  under  the  Nelson  Plan  be  discon- 
tinued after  the  present  fiscal  year. 

As  a  substitute  for  this,  the  following  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  matter  of  providing  against  future 
deficits  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  report  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  this  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  Dr.  Hall  and  Mr.  Finney  were  appointed 
on  this  committee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  arrived  at  12:15  p.m.,  late  on  account  of  a 
delayed  train. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  operation  of  the  budget  of  1915-1916  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  be  approved. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  estimated  budget  of  1916-1917  be  also 
approved. 

(3),  Whereas,  the  Sewanee  Review  is  the  property  of  the  Univer- 
sity, be  it 

Resolved  (a)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay 
the  obligations  of  said  Review  out  of  the  University  funds,  as  soon 
as  the  same  shall  be  available  for  that  purpose. 

(b)  That  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Board  October  24,  1916, 
clothing  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  power  to  act  with  regard  to  the 
future  disposition  of  the  Review,  is  hereby  reaffirmed. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  in  the  matter  of  taking  over  the  quasi 
public  utilities  at  Sewanee,  as  follows : 

That  on  the  2nd  of  January,  191 7,  the  University  had  leased  the 
property  and  assets  of  the  Sewanee  Utilities  Company  (the  company 
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operating  the  water  works  and  laundry)  for  a  period  of  two  years,  at  a 
rental  of  $480.00  per  year  ;  the  lease  being  in  the  following  form : 

"This  Agreement,  made  this  2nd  day  of  January,  1917,  by  and 
between  the  Sewanee  Utilities  Company,  a  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  hereinafter  called  the  Utilities  Com- 
pany, party  of  the  first  part,  and  The  University  of  the  South,  a 
corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  hereinafter 
called  the  University,  party  of  the  second  part,  both  located  at  Sewa- 
nee, said  State  and  County, 

"  Witnesseth  :  That  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  the  payments  hereinafter  agreed  to  be  made,  it  is 
mutually  agreed  as  follows  : 

"The  said  Utilities  Company  agrees  to  and  does  hereby  lease  to  the 
said  University  all  the  property  and  assets  of  said  Company  for  the 
period  of  two  years  from  date  hereof,  at  and  for  the  sum  of  Four 
Hundred  and  Eighty  Dollars  ($480)  per  year.  The  University  agrees 
to  operate  said  Utilities  Company  for  said  period  of  two  years ;  and 
agrees  to  expend  on  the  betterments  and  improvements  of  said 
property  the  surplus  of  the  Utilities  Company.  At  the  expiration  of 
two  years  from  date  hereof,  if  the  University  returns  the  property  and 
assets  of  the  Company  to  the  Utilities  Company,  the  said  Company 
will  refund  to  the  University  any  amount  of  money  that  the  University 
may  have  expended  in  the  extension  of  the  lines  of  said  Utilities 
Company,  provided  such  funds  be  not  taken  out  of  the  present  surplus 
of  the  Utilities  Company. 

"  This  agreement  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon 
the  legal  representatives  and  successors  of  the  two  parties  respectively. 

"  In  Witness  Whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have  executed  this 
agreement,  in  duplicate,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written." 

That  on  the  10th  of  January,  191 7,  the  University  had  leased  the 
property  and  assets  of  The  University  Press  of  Sewanee,  Tennessee, 
for  a  period  of  two  years,  at  a  rental  of  $480.00  per  year,  the  lease 
being  in  the  same  form  as  that  made  with  the  Sewanee  Utilities 
Company,  with  the  exception  that  in  the  lease  with  the  Press  the  words 
11  permanent  improvements  "  (in  the  third  paragraph)  have  been  substi- 
tuted for  the  words  "the  extension  of  the  lines"  appearing  in  the  lease 
with  the  Utilities  Company. 

His  action  in  these  two  matters  was,  on  motion,  approved. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 
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Resolved  (1),  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested  to  express  the 
gratitude  and  appreciation  of  the  Board  to  Mrs.  James  L.  Houghteling 
for  her  interest  in  the  University  and  her  generosity  in  remodeling 
Thompson  Hall  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Board  approves  the  action  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  accepting  the  proposition  to  remodel  Thompson  Hall. 
The  proposition  is  as  follows  : 

"January  9,  191 7. 
"Mrs.  Lucretia  P.  Houghteling, 

Winnetka,  Ills. 

"  My  Dear  Mrs.  Houghteling : 

"  I  have  delayed  answering  your  second  letter  as  I  wished  to  have  a 
conference  with  Frank  before  doing  so.  I  was  quite  sure  that  the  re- 
sult of  such  a  conference  would  be  a  satisfactory  agreement  in  regard 
to  your  remodeling  Thompson  Hall  for  an  auditorium  and  club. 
Yesterday  the  members  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  who  are  my  ad- 
visors, called  him  in  and  after  a  long  conference  the  following  was 
agreed  upon : 

"1.  You  are  to  have  prepared  plans  for  the  improvements  in  the 
building  which,  after  approval  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  may  be  adopted. 
The  contract  for  this  work  will  be  signed  by  the  University  as  the 
corporation,  and  you  are  to  make  payments  to  the  proper  officers  of 
the  University,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  from  time 
to  time  as  the  bills  may  become  due. 

"  2.  The  building,  together  with  its  upkeep  and  repair,  is  to  be  in 
charge  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  University. 

"  3.  The  building  is  not  to  be  used  for  commercial  purposes ;  but 
this  does  not  preclude  fees  being  charged  for  entertainments  and  other 
things  directly  connected  with  the  student  activities,  nor  the  social 
activities  of  the  community. 

"  4.  You  will  meet  the  expenses  attached  to  the  repairs  and  upkeep 
of  the  building,  but  in  the  event  that  there  is  any  deficit  in  the  current 
expenses  of  operating  the  club  and  the  building  this  deficit  will  be 
equally  borne  by  the  University  and  yourself.  The  agreement  to  bear 
an  equal  portion  of  this  deficit  can  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  mutual 
consent. 

"  5.  There  is  to  be  an  annual  address  made  as  near  as  possible  to 
Mr.  Hough teling's  birthday  (or  St.  Andrew's  Day),  upon  some  phase 
of  his  life  and  work,  or  upon  the  general  character  of  the  work  in  which 
he  was  so  much  interested. 
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"6.  The  name  of  the  club  to  be  organized  is  to  be  subject  to  further 
consideration. 

"In  the  event  that  the  conditions  named  above,  which  have  met  with 
the  approval  of  Mr.  Francis  S.  Houghteling  and  my  advisors,  the 
members  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  which  conditions  I  am  sure 
will  not  conflict  with  the  Charter  and  Ordinances  of  the  University, 
and  are  also  acceptable  to  you,  this  is  to  inform  you, — 

"i.  That  the  work  of  remodeling  the  building  will  be  under  the 
Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  the  University  Engineer,  and  I 
will  appoint  Mr.  Francis  S.  Houghteling,  who  is  connected  with  the 
University,  to  cooperate  with  the  above-named  officers  in  this  work. 

"  2.  I  shall  be  very  glad  during  my  term  of  office  as  Vice-Chancellor 
to  appoint  any  member  of  your  family  or  any  person  who  you  might 
indicate  to  me,  to  cooperate  with  the  proper  officers  of  the  University 
in  the  upkeep  and  repair  of  the  building. 

"3.  The  University  will  not  use  the  building  for  commercial 
purposes  other  than  as  indicated  by  the  condition  which  you  name 
above. 

"4.  The  University  will  undertake  to  bear  half  of  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  operation  of  the  building,  with  the  understanding  that 
should  it  be  found  at  any  time  that  the  community  does  not  value  the 
club  sufficiently  to  operate  it  without  any  very  great  deficit,  which 
deficit  would  be  a  heavy  burden  upon  yourself  and  the  University,  by 
mutual  agreement  this  condition  to  meet  the  deficit  will  be  annulled. 

"  I  feel  quite  sure  that  you  would  not  wish  the  club  to  be  operated 
unless  it  proves  of  value  and  service  to  the  community,  and  the  test 
of  its  value  and  service  would  be  found  in  the  willingness  of  the  com- 
munity to  support  the  club.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  I  name  the  con- 
dition that  by  mutual  agreement  the  condition  to  meet  the  deficit  can 
be  annulled. 

"  I  trust  that  this  agreement  which  we  have  arrived  at  will  be  en- 
tirely satisfactory  to  you,  and  that  you  will  notify  us  that  we  are 
authorized  to  go  ahead.  The  plans  for  the  alterations  have  been 
practically  agreed  upon  between  your  son  Frank  and  myself,  and  I 
trust  that  they  have  also  met  with  your  approval. 

"Thanking  you  again  for  your  generosity  and  consideration  in  this 
matter,  I  am, 

"Very  faithfully  yours, 

" Albion  W.  Knight,  Vice-Chancellor'" 
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Resolved  (3),  That  the  question  of  establishing  a  School  of  Forestry 
be  postponed  to  our  next  meeting  for  consideration. 

Resolved  (4),  That  we  authorize  and  empower  the  Nashville  Trust 
Company  to  honor  the  request  of  the  Central  Committee  on  Sewanee 
Debt  Fund, — as  per  letter  of  said  committee  of  January  29,  1917, — and 
to  carry  out  the  terms  thereof.     The  said  letter  is  as  follows : 

"January  29,  1917. 
"Nashville  Trust  Company,  Trustee, 

"University  of  the  South  Debt  Fund, 
"  Nashville,  Tennessee. 
"Gentlemen: 

"The  Central  Committee  for  the  Payment  of  the  Debt  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  had  an  understanding  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K. 
Benedict  that  if  they  would  underwrite  the  debt  fund  up  to  the  amount 
of  $300,000  that  all  amounts  received  over  and  above  the  $300,000 
would  be  credited  on  the  subscription  which  they  made.  We  under- 
stand that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict  have  issued  notes  for  the  amount  of 
$81,029.23,  to  cover  the  amount  that  was  short  of  $300,000  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1917.  We  understand  that  you  have  received  certain  amounts 
in  cash  and  notes  subsequent  to  the  above-named  date.  In  accordance 
with  our  agreement  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict  you  will  please  credit 
all  amounts  that  you  have  received  over  and  above  the  $300,000  at  the 
present  date,  and  all  amounts  that  you  might  receive  subsequently  to 
this  date,  on  the  obligation  made  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict.

The  committee  on  reorganization  of  the  Hospital  at  Sewanee  made 
a  report  which  was  received,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting 
the  Vice-Chancellor  to  furnish  the  members  of  the  Board,  for  consider- 
ation at  our  next  meeting,  copies  of  the  action  proposed  by  the  com- 
mittee, viz. :  an  ordinance  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
its  next  meeting,  and  a  resolution  to  be  dealt  with  by  this  Board.  The 
committee  (the  Bishop  of  Georgia  and  Mr.  Harrison)  was  continued 
to  make  further  report,  if  deemed  advisable. 
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A  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Bishop  of  Atlanta,  Messrs.  Hall  and  Harrison,  to  report  at  our  next 
meeting  on  reorganizing  the  administrative  work  of  the  University ; 
and  also  a  committee  (the  Chancellor,  Vice-Chancellor,  Messrs.  Finney 
and  Gale)  on  the  general  election  in  June  next  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty  of  the  University. 

All  questions  in  connection  with  the  McNeal  indebtedness  to  the 
University  were  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  full  power  to  act 
upon  the  same. 

The  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Reginald  I.  Raymond  from 
the  chair  of  Professor  of  Biology,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
write  him  that  the  same  had  been  accepted. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  read  the  acceptance  of  the  Rev.  Charles  L. 
Slattery,  D.D.,  as  Preacher  at  the  next  Commencement ;  and  reported 
that  Nicholas  Murray  Butler,  LL.D.,  could  not  say  positively  just  at 
this  time  whether  or  not  he  could  accept  his  election  as  Commence- 
ment Orator.  Whereupon  the  Board  by  resolution  renewed  its  in- 
vitation to  him  to  act  in  said  capacity. 

By  resolution,  the  Chancellor  and  Vice-Chancellor  were  authorized 
to  select  a  Commencement  Orator,  if  necessary. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  the  resignation  of  Maj.  J.  N.  Dalton, 
Commandant  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  which  was  received 
with  regret,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  him  accordingly. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  the  appointment  of  Maj.  H.  Stanley 
Jackson  in  the  place  of  Major  Dalton. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  as  President 
of  the  corporation  to  endorse  the  note  of  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control 
of  the  University  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  #7,500  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  Gymnasium  and  Athletic  Field. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  given  authority  to 
arrange  for  the  repairing  and  leasing  of  the  Inn  at  Sewanee  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  five  years. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  School  of  Spanish,  together  with  the 
names  of  Mr.  Horace  R.  Chase  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Lopez-Guillen,  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  general  election  of  the  faculties. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested  to  prepare  a  suitable 
expression  of  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
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C.  K.  Benedict  for  their  generosity  to  the  University,  and  that  the 
same  be  engrossed  and  presented  to  them  at  a  time  to  be  later  des- 
ignated. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Secretary  convey  the  thanks  of  this  Board 
to  Mr.  Frank  B.  Williams  (1420  Whitney-Central  Bldg.,  New  Orleans, 
La.)  for  his  gift  of  apparatus  to  fully  equip  the  gymnasium  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  present  at  our  next  meeting 
a  definite  plan  in  detail  for  the  investment  in  a  building  at  the  Univer- 
sity, or  otherwise,  of  the  Cannon  Chaplaincy  Fund. 

Resolved  (4),  It  is  the  judgment  of  this  Board  that  the  table  ex- 
penses at  St.  Luke's  Hall  are  excessive,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor 
be  instructed  to  have  the  same  reduced. 

Resolved  (5),  That  hereafter  the   Secretary  send  copies  of   the 
minutes  to  the  several  members  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  adjourned  at  6:30  p.m.

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Wednesday,  June  6,  191 7,  8:00  p.m. 

The  Board  met.  Present :  The  Chancellor ;  the  Bishops  of  Georgia 
and  Mississippi ;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright ;  Messrs. 
Finney,  Gale,  Hall,  Harrison  and  Hodgson. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  committee  to  draw  up  a 
memorial  on  the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta. 

The  resolution  was  amended  so  as  to  make  the  committee  consist 
of  a  bishop,  a  presbyter,  and  a  layman  ;  and  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  and  Dr.  Hall 
were  appointed  on  the  committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  C.  K.  Benedict  and  Mr.  R.  P.  Black  appeared  before 
the  meeting  and  spoke  on  the  question  of  sewerage,  presenting  a  plan 
for  a  sewerage  system  at  Sewanee. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  (Dr.  Benedict  and  Mr.  Black)  be 
requested  to  present  a  more  detailed  report  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed sewerage  system  and  appraisement  to  pay  the  cost  of  same,  and 
bring  it  before  the  Board  as  soon  as  possible. 
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The  minutes  of  February  6,  1917,  were  read  and  approved. 

After  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  for 
the  Secretary  to  send  to  the  members  of  this  Board  copies  of  minutes 
of  meetings  held  during  the  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  with 
the  exception  of  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  held  after  adjournment 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  for  the  Committee  to  revise,  correct,  and 
codify  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  presented  a  report ;  and  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  be  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  for  the  committee  on  reorganization  of  the 
hospital,  presented  a  proposed  ordinance,  to  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  after  discussion  and  amendment,  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance was  adopted  seriatim  and  as  a  whole,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  hospital  shall  be  known  as  the  Hodgson-Emerald 
Hospital. 

Section  2.  Said  hospital  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  chair- 
man of  said  Board,  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  and 
three  other  members,  annually  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  Said  Board  may  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  in  its  opinion  may  be  expedient  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  hospital,  its  officers,  employees,  and  patients,  provided 
the  same  be  in  accord  with  the  laws  and  policies  of  the  University. 

Section  3.  The  design  and  purpose  of  the  University  in  maintain- 
ing said  hospital  is  to  afford  hospital  treatment  and  service,  when 
needed,  for  all  persons  connected  with  any  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  also  for  all  people  of  its  vicinity  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  Incidental  to  that  design  and 
purpose  and  in  subordination  thereto,  such  charity  patients  may  be 
received  and  treated  in  said  hospital  as  its  Managers  may  find  practi- 
cable and  consistent  with  the  limitation  above  stated. 

And  no  increase  in  the  capacity  of  said  hospital  shall  be  made  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

Section  4.  No  expenditure  for  hospital  purposes  shall  be  made  in 
excess  of  the  income  from  fees,  from  its  endowment  or  trust  funds,  and 
from  gifts  for  the  purpose  for  which  such  expenditure  is  made,  nor 
shall  any  debt  be  incurred  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  by  any  officer 
or  agent  of  the  hospital,  for  which  the  University  may  become  liable, 
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which  has  not  been  previously  and  expressly  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

Section  5.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  may  receive  and  acknowledge  all  gifts  to  the  hospital  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  used  as  directed  by  the  donors.  He  may  also, 
as  such  chairman,  collect  the  income  of  all  funds  held  in  trust  for  the 
hospital  for  endowment  or  support  and  cause  the  same  to  be  disbursed 
according  to  the  terms  of  said  trust. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  report  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

(a)  The  estimated  cost  of  operation,  including  all  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  hospital  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  a  statement  of  the 
anticipated  income  during  the  year  from  all  sources. 

(b)  A  detailed  statement  of  the  operation  of  the  hospital  during 
the  preceding  year,  showing  the  number  of  in-  and  out-patients  treated, 
the  number  of  operations  performed,  the  number  of  patients  discharged 
or  deceased,  specifying  the  number  discharged  cured,  improved,  or 
unimproved. 

(c)  A  detailed  statement  of  all  moneys  received  for  each  and  every 
purpose  and  from  what  source,  and  also  showing  the  cost  of  operating 
the  hospital  in  gross  and  in  detail,  including  the  cost  per  patient,  per 
diem,  to  which  shall  be  appended  an  inventory  of  all  personal  property 
in  the  hospital  and  the  losses  and  additions  thereto  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

(d)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  transmit  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  hospital. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  requested 
to  ascertain  what  is  the  amount  of  funds  held  by  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee or  its  authority  in  trust  for  the  hospital  at  Sewanee,  heretofore 
known  as  the  "  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital "  or  the  "  Emerald-Hodgson 
Hospital,''  upon  what  terms  the  same  are  held,  and  upon  what  terms, 
if  any,  they  may  be  transferred  to  the  University  of  the  South  ;  or  how 
the  same  may  be  best  administered  for  the  benefit  of  said  hospital. 
And  he  is  further  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  University  of  the  South 
to  make  with  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  such  agreement  relative  to  the 
transfer  or  administration  of  said  funds  as  in  his  opinion  may  be  ex- 
pedient. 
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The  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  for  the  committee  on  providing  against 
future  deficits,  read  the  report  of  the  committee,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  providing  against 
future  deficits  be  adopted  by  this  Board,  and  filed ;  and  the  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  read  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

After  a  discussion  regarding  the  general  election  of  members  of  the 
faculties,  the  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi, 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  making  the  terms  of  the  Deans 
end  at  a  different  time  from  the  terms  of  the  Professors  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances, 
with  the  request  that  they  seriously  consider  the  matter. 

The  Chancellor  exhibited  an  engrossed  form  of  expression  of  our 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  Benedict 
for  their  generosity  to  the  University,  and  he  was  requested  to  present 
the  same  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict.     The  form  is  as  follows: 

"  The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  South  at  its  regular 
meeting  held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  the  sixth  day  of  February,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen,  having  heard  the  report  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  on  record  the  following 
minute : 

"  This  Board,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  hereby  express  and  record  their  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God  that  He  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  servants,  the 
Very  Reverend  Cleveland  Keith  Benedict,  D.D.,  and  his  wife  Olivia 
Procter  Benedict,  to  promote  and  encourage  the  cause  of  Christian 
Education  dear  and  sacred  to  all  our  hearts,  and  more  especially  the 
members  of  this  Board,  record  their  deep  and  lasting  appreciation  of 
the  generous  support  which  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict,  not  only  by  their 
gifts,  but  by  their  presence  and  influence  are  contributing  to  the  life 
and  growth  of  our  own  Church  University  at  Sewanee,  and  take  this 
method  and  opportunity  to  assure  them  of  their  prayers  for  God's  best 
blessings  upon  them  and  theirs  now  and  forever."

Resolved,  That  a  memorial  page  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  which  shall  record  the  chief 
events  of  the  Bishop's  life : 

"Born  in  Virginia,  May  23,  1852. 

"Educated  at  St.  John's,  Annapolis  ; 

"Received  his  theological  education  in  part  at  Berkeley  Divinity 
School ; 

"  Served  during  the  early  years  of  his  ministry  churches  in  Central 
Pennsylvania ; 

"Consecrated  Bishop  of  Georgia  February  24,  1892  ; 

"Upon  division  of  the  Diocese  he  became  Bishop  of  Atlanta ; 

"  He  served  the  General  Church  upon  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the 
Church  Building  Fund."

APPENDIX  IV 

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWANEE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  PAYMENT  OF  THE  DEBT 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

June  1,  1916,  your  Central  Committee  for  the  Payment  of  the  Debt 
sent  out  word  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  aimed 
for  had  been  assured,  and  also  reported  this  fact  to  you  in  June,  1916. 
This  assurance  was  made  secure  by  the  loyal  and  generous  act  of  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Benedict,  who  agreed  to  underwrite  whatever  shortage  there 
might  be  when  the  campaign  ended.  Your  Central  Committee  con- 
sented to  this  generous  act,  and  the  Nashville  Trust  Company  agreed 
to  accept  the  notes  that  were  made  to  protect  the  guarantee.  This 
consent  and  acceptance  were  made  with  the  understanding  that  all 
subscriptions  secured  between  June  1,  1916,  and  January  1,  1917,  were 
to  be  credited  on  whatever  deficit  was  assumed  by  the  generous 
guarantors  on  June  1st. 

The  purposes  of  this  underwriting  were  two-fold : 

1  st.  To  secure  all  subscriptions  made  contingent  upon  the  #300,000 
being  assured  by  June  1st. 

2nd.  To  give  opportunity  for  further  work  on  the  part  of  the  Dioceses, 
as  some  of  them  were  not  able  to  enter  early  enough  into  the  campaign 
to  complete  their  canvasses. 

The  above  arrangement  seemed  only  fair  and  equitable  to  all  parties, 
for  the  University  was  on  June  1st  assured  that  it  would  receive  the 
#300,000  ;  and  still  anyone  who  had  been  objecting  to  the  shortness  of 
the  time  in  which  to  work  would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  come  in 
and  participate  in  the  great  undertaking.

The  excess  of  $9,019.80  goes  to  reduce  the  $81,029.23  which  was  underwritten. 
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It  will  be  noted  that  the  above  table  of  figures  differs  in  many  re- 
spects from  that  furnished  in  our  last  report.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  figures  given  in  the  last  report  were  based  on  statements  made 
by  canvassers,  and  these  were  not  always  realized  when  the  gathering- 
up  time  came.  In  some  cases,  however,  the  amount  collected  was  in 
excess  of  the  report. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  oat  of  an  expectancy  of 
$300,000  only  $149,364.57  was  subscribed  from  th;se  dioceses  owning 
and  controlling  Sewanee  ;  and  that  the  remainder — $150,635.43 — was 
made  up  from  various  other  sources. 

Two  items  in  this  remainder,  perhaps,  should  be  explained,  viz. :  the 
Salary  Increase  Fund,  and  the  $15,000  Guarantee  Fun  1.  The  first  of 
these  funds  was  a  subscription  of  $7,700  for  five  years  lor  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  professors,  and  had  three  years  more 
to  run.  The  subscriber  agreed  to  advance  this  and  pay  it  into  the 
debt  fund.  This  amounted  to  $23,100.  The  second  was  a  subscription 
of  $15,000  a  year  made  by  various  friends  for  five  years,  to  take  care 
of  deficits.  These  subscriptions  had  two  years  more  to  run,  and  be- 
longed to  any  deficit  fund.  Certain  of  the  subscribers  agreed  to 
advance  their  subscriptions  which,  amounting  to  $4,950  a  year,  totaled 
$9,900,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10,050  a  year  to  be  paid  in  by  the  other 
subscribers.  This  balance,  which  was  subscribed  to  offset  deficits, 
will  be  used  by  agreement  to  maintain  the  increase  in  salaries  ;  so  that 
actually  the  whole  amount  of  the  salary  increase  fund  would  only  be 
short  $3,000  at  the  expiration  of  the  three  years  ;  and  this  shortage  is 
more  than  made  up  by  the  income  from  the  new  Chaplaincy  endow- 
ment fund. 

In  calling  attention  to  the  figures  in  the  table  we  feel  justified  in 
stating  that  if  the  methods  used  in  those  dioceses  which  were  success, 
ful  had  been  pursued  everywhere,  the  dioceses  alone  would  have 
raised  the  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

That  more  was  not  subscribed  from  June  1,  1916,  to  January  1,  1917, 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  great  campaign  for  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  was  begun  in  the  South  in  that  period.  As  both  causes  were 
appealing  to  the  same  constituency,  necessarily  there  was  a  falling  off 
in  subscriptions  to  the  debt  fund.  This  falling  off  was  not  due  to  any 
slackening  of  our  efforts,  for  a  deep  sense  of  obligation  to  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Benedict  was  surely  an  additional  incentive  to  action  on  our  part. 

The  collection  of  the  funds  subscribed  has  not  been  in  our  hands  ; 
nor  has  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  University  been  under  our 
control.     We  have,  however,  kept  in  touch  with  these  collections  and 
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payments,  and  we  desire  to  express  to  the  trustee,  the  Nashville  Trust 
Company,  our  obligation  for  the  efficient  and  courteous  manner  in 
which  the  work  has  been  carried  on  since  it  was  turned  over  to  them. 
We  are  assured  by  the  Trust  Company  that  the  collection  of  the  notes 
given  has  been  without  difficulty. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  through  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  thank 
each  and  every  one  for  the  great  work  accomplished ;  and  we  also 
desire  to  express  our  gratitude  that  we  were  permitted  to  do  this  work 
for  the  University. 

We  have  not  been  able,  for  reasons  given  above,  to  proceed  with  the 
attempt  to  accumulate  endowment  funds  in  accordance  with  your  reso- 
lution of  last  year. 

As  the  work  for  which  we  were  brought  into  existence  as  a  com- 
mittee has  been  completed,  we  desire  to  be  excused  from  any  further 
duty.

Cannon.

$949,  was  received  by  the  University  as  the  principal  of  a  fundj 
the  interest  from  which  is  to  provide  for  the  Isaac  Marion  Dwight 
Medal. 

The  H.  M.  Dickens  mortgage,  $2,000,  part  of  the  Bridgers  Scholar- 
ship Fund,  is  in  the  same  condition  as  previously  reported.  The  mat- 
ter is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Chancery  Court  at  Nashville. 

The  Charles  Denegre  mortgage  of  $3,000  in  Birmingham  has  been 
foreclosed,  and  the  matter  has  not  been  finally  settled  yet. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  several  years  past,  no  income  has  been  re- 
ceived for  the  George  Foster  Peabody  Graduate  Scholarship,  the 
principal  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company,  of 
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Louisville,  and  is  invested  in  a  $5,000  registered  bond  of  the  Cam- 
pagnia  Metalurgica  Mexicana. 

The  other  investments  are  in  satisfactory  condition.
